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REVIEW OF THE WEEK. 


Progress of the War. 
‘The grand effort of the war, the naval attack 
+ en tho defenses at Charleston, has been made and 
proved a failure, It wes an untried oxporiment, 
end there was no reasonable confidence of its suc- 
esa, but it hus not proved that iron clads may not 
compote successfully with granite forts. Thoy. 
proved in this caso abont equally impregnable, and 
fhe obatructions in the channel alone prevented the 
fiset from ruoning past the foris and attacking the 
city itself, The attempt will probably be renewed 
3 Soon us means are discovered for the removal 
of tho obstractiona in tho channel. An attempt 
to relieve Gon Fuster, under scige at Washington, 
N.C., has failed, and there is reason to fear ho 
will be obliged to surrender. Tho rebel forces 
are menacing Yorktowo, Suffolk and Norfolk 
in Virginia, probably to prevent the sendiog of 
succor to Gen Foster. Thore sre indications of 
important operations beginning in Tennessee and 
on the Mississippi, but their real chiracter and 
odject is not yet developed, Gon Banks is con- 
tracting his lines around New Orleans, menaced on 
all sides by large rebel forces, bat has sent a strong 
force to Gen Weitzel in the Teche country, and an 
important success 1s hoped for there, The roads 
‘are getting dry in Virginia, and Gen Hooker will 
soon be stirring, and the noxt six weeks are likely 

to be crowded with important events. 

A OMECK AT CHARLESTON. 

The flect of monitors snd iron-clad gunboats 
moved upon the defenses of Casrloston on Tuzs- 
day, tho 7th. Tho plan was to forco the obstruc- 
tlons in the channel opposite the forts, ran through 
their fire and attack them on the shore side, in 
‘the inner harbor, where the city and its defenses 
would also haye boon exposed. Bat tho obstruc- 
tons proved impregnable to any instruments wo 
had for their removal; Ericsson’s devil was either 
not set upon them at all or proved unmanageablo 
and was abandoned, and tire fleot went as clogo as 
they could get to Fort Sumter, and there received 
the concentrated fire of the cnemy from some 
three bondred guns on the forts and shore bat- 
teries. This was precisely according to the plan of 
the ensmy, and gave them every advantage in the 
tremendous conflict. The little fleet had but onc- 
tenth as many gunsas were directed against shem, 
and many of tha litter were the English Whic 
worta guns of the highest power, throwil 
pointed steel missiles, such a3 would hay dashi 
& wooden fl-et into splinters. Tho Keokuk, thinly 
Tron-clad, the weakest of the fleat, went nearest 
Fort Sumter, and was pierced through and 
zhrough, and’sunk daring the night following, 
‘The monitors Were many times hit by the atcol 
missiles, and were dented, aud seyeral had their 
revolying turreis slightly damaged and their ma- 
cbinery put ont of gear, but in only one case was 
the iron mail pierced so as to injure the wood 
work, and not seriously in that case, The en- 
gagement lasted abont two hours, but the fleot 
Was uoder close fire not more than balf aa 
honr, when the signal was given to withdraw. 
‘The now Ironsiies, which was Admiral Da- 
pont’s flagship, proved unmauogeavle and did 
not have a chauce (o test the power of its 
heavy armament successfully. The rebel accounts 
say that Fort Sumter roceived no damage, beyond 
the displacement of asingle gan, but thoso on tho 
Heet are confident that the wall was seriou-ly 
breached in several places, and could goon bare 
deen knecked into a heap of rubbish. Tae casual- 
ties were few on either side, We had one man fatal- 
ly wounded and fifteen or twenty more or less 50- 
Fiously, generally by the driving in of the iron 
bolts confining the sheathing of the monitors, 
which seem to bave been imperfecily secured. 
The rebels confess the loss of two men and a boy 
Killed and 8 dozen or more wounded. This slight 
loss shows the wonderfal perfection of the con- 
‘trivaness for defense both on the fleet end in the 
encmy’s batteries. Sticd contesta will heacefor:h 
ba decided by weight of ordpance and supplizs of 
ammumition, with comparatively lite risk of lifa 
on either side. The larest accounts from the fleet 
fndicato that the commanders and men of the 
monitora were reluctant to give up the effort afer 
asingle brief attempt, and were confident Sumter 
could be demolished by a persisteut assault. For 
she present, however, the enterprise is abandoned, 
perhapa only for a short time, uncil oma contri, 
vance is found for removing obstructions. The 
flzet and land forces have returned to Port Royal, 
the latter having had no opportunity to partici- 
pato inthe attack. There is a report that the 
monitors will go to the Mississippi, but this iy un- 
likely, unless itis decided not to renew the a!- 
tompt st Coarleston dung the serson. During 
the absznca of the expedition the rebels woro 
hanging about tho islands and watching an op- 
portunity to make a descent upon Beaufort or Hie 
Yon Head, but did not find it. They however 
found the small gandoa: Washington aground in 
the Cvosaw river, and by a chance shot into ber 
magasiae destroyed her, There is littla to lament 
in the contest before Caerleston, beyond the ex- 
penditure of material, and the new confidence and 
Strength tho reealt will give to the enemy. Beau- 
regurd’s star will again be in tho ascendant, and 
he is doubiless a great military engineer, notwith- 
standing his inclination to boasting ‘and vain 

tory onslizkt provocaion. Te attempt to take 
Shatleston is only postponed, and we must even 
possess our souls in patience till it can be ro- 
mowed. 


NORTH CAROLINA, 

Gon Foster is still at Washington, N. C., with 
tho Massachusetts 27th, anda few othor troops, 
closely besieged by a large rebel force, A gun. 
boat got past the batteries on the river below 
him, s few days cinco, and Gea Foster thinks he 
can hold out for some time yet, but there is at 


present no prospect thet he will bo relieved. An 
expedition of seven or eight thousand, under 
Gen Spinola and Cols Lee and Amory, ‘started 
‘out from New2ero on the 7ch and 81a, and at- 
tempted to march across tae country to Wash- 
ington, but on the 9b their advance encountered 
a rebel force, and afver a brief arullery fight our 
troops fell back and retreated to Newbern, arriy- 
ing there safely ou the right of the 111, The 
reason given for returoiog after getting 50 near 
Washiogton, without a serious effort to relieve 
Geo Foster, {s that the force of the enemy in front 
waa twonty thousand strong. Bat our retreating: 
tro>ps were not followed, and if it should turn 
‘out chat she strength of the rebels was greatly 
over-estimated, and that tho rescue of Gen Foster 
was qaito possible, it will be mortifying to the 
commanders who led the expeditiou. If the 
rebels are twenty thousand strong about Wash- 
ington, retreat was of course pradent, and tho de- 
fense of Newbern itself will not be an easy mat- 
ter. So also the surreader of Gen Foster i only 
@ question of time, unless a large force can ba 
sent from Virginia to his relief. Ther aro re- 
ports that another expedition started from Now- 

arn on the 12th, under Gen Amory, upon infor- 
mation that the rebel force was much lees than 
bad been supposed. 

AN VIRGINIA, 

Tho Virginia mud is drying up, and Gen 
Hooker is ready to move at the earliest possible 
moment. Tho rebels have beon making serious 
demonstrations against Yorktown and Saifolk, 
apparently to occupy our troops there and prevent 
tho reinforcement of Gen Foster. An attack was 


made upon our troops at Yorktown on Saturday 
‘of last week, and there was a sharp fight for sev- 
eral hours, when the rebels fell back to Williams- 
barg, leaving bebind considerabla ama@unition 
and army baggage. Toey have not since re- 
newed the attack, bat show themselves elmos: 
daily in considerable force. A: Suffolk they have 
also menaced our lines closely, and there have 
eon frequent skirmishes, but without important 
results. “Rebel accoun'a say that simultaneous a’ 
tacks were planned aguiast Yorktown, Suff lk and 
Washington, N. C., but a reconnoissance of Uaion 
gunboats up tho York river had disarranyed the 
plan of operations. In the excitoment of the threa.- 
ened attack at Suffolk, Lieut Col Kimball of tho 
Hawkins Zouaves, was shot dead by Gon Michael 
Corcoran, as the repor's eay b-cause Kimball re 
fused to let Corcoran pass his pickets wishout tha 
countersiga, The uffair iy extraordinary, and re- 
quires further explaoadon. Vatll ‘Gea Hooker is 
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able to move, the rebels can safely dotach a3 many 
men as they please for operations in North Oxro- 
lina and around Norfolk, but the beginving of 
operations on the Rappahannock will call thom 
back, and relieve tho exposed points, Whother 
this relief can comein timo is the question of in- 
terest Just now; otherwise rebel successes may bo 
expeaied. 
KENTUOKY AND TENNESSER. 

‘The rebels confess tho disastrous defeat of Pe- 
gram in Kentucky and the failure of their last 
attompt to invade that state, but they give out 
oracular threats thot a blow is to be struck before 
Juno which will “unfetter long-manacled Ken- 
tucky.” Wo suspect Burnside is a guarantee 
against any such unsought rupture of menacles 
in that stato. Ho is making his headquarters at 
Louisville, and organizing for a spiritod cam- 


paign. If the government will give him troops 
enough, he will undoubtedly accomplish some- 
thing valuable, The goverainent hna euthorized 


tho employmont of twenty thousand Kentucky 
militia for home defense, and if they are worth 
their cost they can protect the stata while Bum- 
aide moves southward, either to occupy East 
Tennessee or to operate with Rosecrans. Van 
Dorn made a second attempt to take Franklin, 
Tennessee, on the 10th, but was defeated and re- 
pulsed wish great loss.’ He had under estimsted 
the Union forcs there, and moved on the town 
with great confidence, bat met with unexpected 
resistance, and was driven back and pursued till 
night. Onrloss was about a hundred, and the 
rebel loss three times thot number. Thero have 
been other small fights in the vicinity of Rose- 
crans’ lino, and the rebel guerrillas have desiroy- 
ed several railroad trains, but thero are no present 
indica:ions of a general engagement. Gon Roso- 
crans is putting the whole lino of the Camber- 
land ina strong state of defenso, and although 
there is somo impationce wish his long delays, he 
evidently intends to hold all that be takes and 
make aéure thing of it a1 he advances, His 
next step forward, if successful, will put bim in 

sseséion of the mouniain region of southern 

‘ennessee and enable him to command tho situs- 
tion for bis department, Ho hes apparently a 
rebel foros in front of about equal numbers with 
his own, Their many and continually renowed 
attempts to flank him have thus far failed. 

THE SIEOE OF VicKsnURG. 

All the schemes for circumyenting Vicksburg 
have thus for failed. The fiset that went down 
Yazoo Pass has returned, having given up the 
attempt to reduce the rebel works at Greenwood. 
But the rebels report a gunboat fleet still up the 
Cold Water, probably cotton gatherers, A new 
canal is digging on the west side, the object be- 
ing to seek a passage for gunboats from a point 
above Vicksburg through the bayous to the river 
below Warrenton. If it should saccecd the fleet 
will run through and the land forces take War- 
renton and march to the roar of Vicksburg, while 
the guuboats zo up the Blackwater in tho’ samo 
direction. Not much relianca is placed, however, 
on this new experiment in ditching. A consider- 
able Iand forea under Gens Osterhaus ani McCler- 
nand ia moving down the west ide of tho river, 
and attempting to get to the Red river, where 
Com Farragut is operating with his fleet of threo 
Yoisels, bat with what reaults we have not learned. 
Ic is intimated that several of the iron clads above 
Vicksburg will attempt to run the fire of the bat- 
tories and join Farragat. With ordinary good 
fortun> he must cut off the rebel supplies from 
the Rad river ina great measure, andit he can hold 
the river until strongly reinforced his movementa 
must eventually render Vieksburg and Port Hud- 
-son untenable. A large part of Gen Grant's 
army is moving up the Mississippi, and the rebels 
aaticipu‘e a flack movement by way of Memphis 
und Corioth, Is is one of the curious circamstan- 
cesof the war that Gen Grant, whose famous 
declaration, “I proposs to move immediately 
upon your works,” was made the motto of Seere- 
tury Stanton as embodying “the true organiza- 
tion of victory aud military combination to end 
this war,” haa used the spade moro and te less 
advantage than eny other of our leading com- 
manders, showiag how little the nature of the 
war was onderstood at tho start. 

DEPARTMENT OF THE GULP. 

Gen Banks is concentrating his forces around 
Now Orleans, and wisely, as there are some sixty 
thousand of theenemy Who may be brought to- 
gether in a single day for an attack upon the city. 
Tho troops on the outstations around Lake Pont- 
chartrain have been called in, afer destroying 
the bridges avd other communications of the 
enemy. On the west side of the river there is 
probably serious work going on by Gens Wel'zel 
and Dadley io an pete to dislodge tho enemy, 
A substantial success there would render New 
Orleans comparatively sucure, and enable Gen 
Banks to operate safely up tho river again. 
Meanwhile he is Strengihaning the defesses of 
New Orleans. At Moblie too the enemy grows 
bold, aud threatens an expedition to destroy the 
blockading fleet and to re-capture Sbip Island. 
There are some unfrioudly criticisms of Gen 
Banks’ military management at New Orleans, 
but they are promatnro and based on imperfect 
information, His management of the negro difl- 
culty is vindicating itself alroady by success, and 
Wo may at least hope for a similar Viadication of 
his military policy. Itis clear enough that his 
force is too small for the work assigned him and 
tho immense region to be held. 

NAVAL. 

It is mot a little provoking to learn that a 
steamer from Nassau evaded the blockade and 
entered Charleston harbor on the 10th, while our 
iron-clad fiset was still in the outer harbor. On 
the next night, however, the steamer Stonewall 
Jackson, while attempting to onter, was chased 
and run asbore and burned, and her valaable 
cargo of field artillery, aalipotre and army shoes 
Was a total loss, ‘This is same compensation, and 
the announcement of some six or seven prizes 
taken at various poiots within the week is Bat 
factory. Several ‘of them had fine loads of cot- 
ton. There are no recent accounts of devastarions 
by the Byitish pirate sbips Alabama acd Florida, 
but they are fast accomplishing the object theit 
projectors had in viow in fitting them out, by 
driviog our merchantaven from tho ocean, “Our 
commercial vessels ard beiag sold to Englishmen 
and will sail under the protection of tho British 
flag, and they will s00n monopolize our carrying 
trade. But if they provoko us toa war by con- 
fining to send out pirates, it may bo larse- 
ly in our favor that most of the shipping 
afloat is Britivh till we can capture it, There aro 
roporté cf new and more powerful war vessels for 
the rebels launched in England, and the Ricumond 
papers are throwing ous hints that they will not 
only be strong enough to rals3 tho blockade of 
southern ports, but to capture northern seaports, 

GENERAL WAR MATTERS. 

There aro intimations that a new draft will take 
Place about tho first of May, and itis strongly 
urged by the leuding army officers that the old 
regiments be filled up before organizing new ones. 
The order for consolidating regiments and dis- 
missing superfluous officers, in accordance with 
tho now army bill, made great excitement in the 
army of the Potomac, and ic iy reported that Gen 
Hooker has sent it back to the war department, 
with a protest, ia which he says that its effect will 
be to deprive bim of all his best officers, and cs- 
pecially the colonels of the voteran zegim¢nts, and 
thus essentially weaken and injure bis army. It 
is likely thar the action undor this law will baye 
to be moditied in some way, so as to avoid this 
serious objection —Adjatant-Gencral Thomas is 
at the West, makivg preparations for the organ- 
ization of the negroes in tho Mississippi valley 
for active sérvics. Tho westera soldiers have 
generally outgrown their prejadices on this sub 
ject, aud are willing the negroca should have a 
chance to fight Many of those connected with 
the western expeditions have shown themselves 
to be true men, ard they not only learn the tactica 
readily, but stsnd firs. A third negro regimont 
is boing orgasized at New Orleans, and also at 
Port Royal. The fact is now established and ac- 


cepted, tha: the negro is in the war, and tho war 
fs likely so last Long enough to give hin a chases 


to test his fighting qualities —Washington cor- 
Tespondents speak of the dotermination of tho 
president, since the strange disclosures of tho 
congressional war committes, not to interfere 
hereafter with operations in tho field, nor to over- 
rule Gen Halleck except in appointmouts. If tho 
goverament will also adopt a policy of greater 
concentration of forces, attempt to hold fewor 
places, diminish the number of the anaconda’s 
folds, and limit itself to invasions of the rebel 
territory at two or three points, the future prose- 
cutioniof the war will promiso lerger and more 
permanent results. 
STATE OP THE SOUTH. 

In accordanes with a vote of tho confederate 
congress, president Davis hns issued an address to 
the people of the South, urging them to give up 
the hope of gain till the war is over and devolo 
themselves to the raising of breadstufis and cattle, 
He predicts that within a few weeks the falling 
water in the western rivers and the heats of sum- 
mer will complete the discomfiture of tho federal 
forces and compel them to abandon their expedi- 
tions. But he would have the soutborn people 
feel that the war, is not yot oyer, and that the 
greatest danger lies in the prospect of short snp- 
plies, He says the supply of meat for the array is 
deficient, and the rations are now reduced at 
times on’ balt in some of the armies, He there- 
foro reiterates his earnest advice for the raising of 
full supplies of provisions and forage, as the ca- 
sential condijion of success in the war. This ad- 
dress fully confirms the accoun‘s brought by de- 
serters of the abort supplies to which the rebels 
ure reducad. Another difliculty will soon appear 
in the collection of the tax levied by the rebel 
congress. The southorn papers say tbat it is ir: 
possibls for the people to pay it, because their 
means aro exhansted ia obtaining tue commonest 
necessiries of life, and they have nothing to, sell 
by which money can bs raised for the govern- 
ment. But the grain harvest commences in 2bout 
Amonthin tho South, and although there mast 
bo much suffering among the poor thera, the gen 
eral destitution cannot bo relied upon to end the 
rebellion. Substantial victories by our armies 
can alono do that. 

THE LEGISLATURE. 

The 15th of April has passed, yot the legislature 
4s still at the state house, and likely to stay there 
for some days longer. The past wook’s business 
shows but small aciual progress, No one impor- 
tant matter has been settled. The commitica on 
finance unanimously recommend no action on tho 
Troy and Graenfield railroad Dill, and that it be 
posiponed 1ill next year, and the House is now 
discussing the mattér upon that issue, Meantime, 
the floed of petitions roll in from all parts of the 
atato against any furthor appropristion of monoy 
for this work at present. Tho House, after passing 
tho bill to assume for the eta:e the four millions 
thet the towns and citics had paid for bounties to 
soldiers, took it back, and gave it to a select com- 
mittee, with Mr Hopkins of Northampton for 
chairman: the object being some change in details 
and application, but not of its muin purpose. 
Tho Honse has reconsidered its refusal to 
grant Prof Agassiz $10000 to begin the 
printing of toe catalogue of his muss 
um, aud after warm oppeals and convincing 
arguments in its favor from various lead: 
ing members, has voied him the sum. It was 
argued that the museum was nothing to the world 
withont the catalogue, that after it was fairly be- 
gua it would pay for itself, and that it was of the 

rat importanes to have it made in Prof Agas- 
siz’s life-time, and 80 began at once. The Sesmta 
had previously voted this appropria‘ion; so the 
catalogue is a fixed fact. The Houso has along 
with'this, and by way of a sop to the yielding 
country members, yoted an appropriation of 
$2,500 to the natural hietory department of Am- 
herst college The bill directing as to the way tho 
Shelbaroe Falls railroad shall come into North- 
ampton and joia the Connecticut River and Wost- 
field roads his at last got through the Elouso, in 
@ manner, we believe, to the eatisfaction of all 
parties; at apy rate, Mr Harris of this city had 
the last manipala:ion of it. The cattle disease 
commissioners wanted $4000 to pay for expenses 
incarred by them, but the House cut them down 
to $1000. Tze Senate has been chiefly occupied 
with the agricoliural college question and th3 
metropolitan police bill for Boston. The latter 
is still pending, and exciting much debate; but 
the former was disposed of by votiug through the 
bill of the majority of the commiiteo, which geres 
the matter into the hands of the board of agricul- 
ture, and by implication locates the college in the 
country. The sdvocates of the Harvard college 
and Bussey farm project were badly bearen 
in tho debate ond voting. The Senate has 
charterad @ boro railroud for freight to con- 
nect the several railroad depots in Boston, 
and thus facilitate the passage of freight through, 
thateity. The jadiclary committee report against 
allowing our soldiers ia the army to vote, while 
ub-ent from home; if their votes were necessary 
to keop tho preset party ia power, wouldn’: there 
boa different conclusion? Tho two branches won't 
agree yet how to elect stare directors of tae Troy 
nd Greonficld railroad; tbe Senate saya by con- 
curreat vote, the House by joint ballot; and there 
they stick and hung. Toe bill to tax ostates iu 
the probate courts is produced in a new form, 
exompling only estates less than $500, and makiog. 
the tex only one-cighth of one per cept. A bill i8 
proposed sppropriating $1600 to pay the expenacs 
of the cecretary of the board of agricalture in 
visiting the great agricaltural exhibiuon at Ham- 
burg, Germany, tais summer, which is at least 
$600 too much. Mino bas sent over a claim for 
$0000 for our share of the expenses she incurred 
in lobbying through Congress the old claim of 
the two states agsinst the general government; 
and a special committee, with Lieut Goy Trask at 
ita head, is ‘setting on is.” 

FOREIGN APPAIRS. 

Onr Enropean dates aro to the Sthinst. The ro- 
bellion in Poland still continues active, the pro- 
visional government haying takon the lead of af- 
fairs since the capture and imprisonment of Lan- 
glewicz, and issued a proclamation urging anew 
the Poles to perssvere in their undertaking, and 
holding ont strong hopes of ultimate success, 
The Rassian government has promised now con- 
cessious to Poland, and larger liberties, consider- 
ing that she can do s0 now without dishonor, 
having defeated and disposed of the dictator, but 
we do not learn that these offers have as yet had 
any effect ou the rebellion. Langiewicz is atill 
confined on Austrian territory, his request to be 
allowed to visit Eogland having been uisregarded. 
Thera has been no tighting since his capture, and 
from tbe confased accounts we have, it is ciflicult 
to tell the precise state of the brlligerenta at pres- 
ent, or the prospcers and probable results of the 
next engagement—The people of Eoyland, who 
haye not lost all senss of honor, if tae govern 
ment hes, are interesting themselyes largely in 
the subject of fitting the rebels out with so mavy 
privateers, and so large quantities of munitious 
of war from Eogland, and have brought the mat- 
ter prominently before parliament. The Emanci- 
pation society of Liverpool addressed a petition 
to that body, settiny forth the depredations of tho 
Alabama with as mach force and earnestness 98 
it could have been done by a commuttes of Amer- 
ican merchants, every one of whom had had a 
vessel destroyed; and urging the government to 
Prevent the egress of the new vessels now building, 
‘one being just launched ard known to de for the 
confederate service. This occasioned an excied 
debate in the house of commons, the offic:ra of 
the government weakly trying to defood 
their inactivity, and makidg tho plea of 
“neutrality” their excuse, Bat” the grow- 
ing public excitement ia England against such 
treachery, aided by tha dispatch on the subject 
yecantly vent by Mr Ssward, we ara contident will 
bring the British yovernment to its senses on this 
question. If not, we auali be obliged to follow 
she example of the old man in the fable, and be- 
gin to throw stones where it is found words will 
not avawer.—The new confedera.e loan, which 
was taken 80 brivkly, we flad by the lazer advices 
has been taken by a set of gambling speculators, 
some of whom will make a good tuing out of ir, 
bat others, and the larger par;, hayo been duped 
aud will get badly bitten, The respectablo finan 
Giers both in Franes and Bugland have refused to 
bave anything to do witn ii—Lon Palmerston 


bas been made lord rector of the Universi- 
ty of Glasgow, Scotland, and on the occa- 
sion relioyed himself of ‘a yery vapid spocch 
on American effairs, tho burden of which 
was “neutrality,” a3 usual—the same kind of 
neutrality England bas preserved thus far. 
Tho English papers are trying to kick up 
A row over the capture of the Peterhoff by Com 
Wilkes in the West Indies, but they aro not likely 
to succeed —The family of the Princess of Wales 
is in luck just now. A younger brother has jast 
besn elected to the vacant throne of Greece and 
will probably accept it, under the title of George 
First.—The reports from Mexico are contradictory 
one going so far as to arsert that the French 
haye taken the City of Mexico; another that 
Puebla has fallen. These rumora are not well 
authenticated and aro hardly credible; theugh a3 
the French bave lately received large reinforce- 
ments, the full complement expected from France, 
it is likely that something will ba done, or at- 
tompted, immediately —The troubles in Contral 
America arc not all acttled yet, spite of former 
Asseriions; and itis not improbabla Guatemula 
and Salvador, and we do not know how many 
more “ations,” will wgoin be at logzerheads 

‘The ministers fom Eaglind and the Uni ei 8 ates

No one was killed, but tho oxaggerated re- 
ports sent out at first caused much wuxiety and 
mental sofferiog to those who bad friends who 
might havo been on the train, Of the robberies, 
that at Brooklyn on Sunday, in tho adrei-ness 
with Whicd it was performed end the amount 
taken—$120,000 in government funds—is worthy 
of special mention, and almost rises to the dignity 
of swindling.

Nancy, James aad 
Sancho. There is no pause; before the last roll 
ended, the one giving the recitetive places an- 
other brother or sister on the tree, ana then Jor- 
daa rolls again. Tc ii a contianons retrain till all 
have had their turn upon the treo. 

A weird plantation refrain in a minor key is, 
“Down in the lonesome valley.” ‘This has also a 
recitative and choras.

The one giving tho re- 
citative Jeads off with more vigor, and the chorus 
rolls with an increasing Yolame. ’They beat time 
at first, with their feec, then with theic bands. 
Willian cannot sit still, He rises, begins a shufile 
with bis feet, jorking his arms, Aon, 9 short, 
thick-set, pure-vlooded black woman, wearing a 
checked gingham dress, and aw apron’ whica wag 
once a window curtain, can no longer keep 
seat. Sho claps her hands, makes a short, quick 
jerk of her body on the unaccented part of tho 
measure, keeping exact time. Catharine and 
Sancho catch the inspiration. We push the cen- 
tor table aside to give them room, They go 
round in a circle, singiog, shuffling, jerking, 
shouting louder and louder. Those upon tue seats 
respond more vigorously, keeping ume with feet 
und bands. William seems in a trance, hiv eyes 
are fixed, yet he goes on iuto a double shuffis, 
Eyery joint in his body seems to b3 hung on wires. 
Feet, lzgs, arms, head, body, jerk like a dancing 
doady Jock. Sancho enters into the praise wita 
his whole heart, clasping his hands, looking up- 
ward and outward upon the crowd as if they were 
his children and be a patriarch. His countenance 
beans with joy. He is all but carried away with 
the excitement of the moment. S) it goes on rill 
nature is exhausted.

o professional singers, and I haye too much re~ 
spect for his Christian character to suppose that 
the was not thoroughly in exrnest.

-will not flatter your self-conceit, but I immediate- 
Jy thought of you, and the life you have led, You 
cwere what peoplo called a bright boy. Indeed, 
you were what I should calls cloyer boy. You 
were quick, ingenious, graceful, skillful; and your 
father and mother told me with evident pride— 
‘and in your presence—that you had a remarkable 
talent for music, “Felix Mendelssohn could sing,” 
they said, “and carry his own part before he was 
three years old.” And Felix Mendelssohn was 
Drought out on all possible occasions, to display. 
his really respectable gifts as a singer, und was 
Drought out so often, and was so much praised 
and flattered, that, before he was old enough to 
know much about anything, he had conceived the 
idea that singing was the largest thing to be done 
in this world, and that Felix Mendelssohn Jones 
had a very large way of doing it. 

Twenty years have passed away, and where and 
what are you? You sre a singing-master, with a 
limited income, and a reputstion rather the worse 
for wear, You have never been conyicted of any 
flagrant acts of immorality, but men and women 
have ticketed you “doubtful.” Careful fathers 
and mothers are careful not to leave their daugh- 
ters in your company. Ladies who prize a good 
mame above all other possessions never permit 
themselves to bo found alone with you. ‘Thero 
are stories floating about concerning your in- 
trigues, the jealousy and unhappiness of your 
swife, and certain rather embarrassing revelations 
-which it took a good deal of ingenuity to smother, 
ZEverybody sys you are an excellent singer, that 
you understand your business, &e., &c., but all 
are fond of adding that you know nothing about 
anything else, that they would not trust you the 
dength of their arms, that you are a hypocrite and 
@ scape-grace, that you ought to be horse-whipped 
and hissed ont of decent society, that it is strange 
thot any respectable man will have you in his 
family, and a great many other ugly things which 
need not be rehearsed. Iam aware that you have 
warm friends, but not one among the men, unless 
it be some poor fellow whose wife’s name bas been 
coupled with yours in sn uncomfortable way. 
Wherever you go, there are always two or three 
‘women who become your sworn partisans—wo- 
amen who have your name constantly on their lips 
—who will not peaceably or without protest hear 
Your immoculateness called in question—women. 
who, somehow, seem to haye a personal interest 
in establishing the uncompromising rigidity of 
your virtue. I do not think very highly of these 
women, I confess, 

You area handsome men, and how well you 
now it! You are a dressy man, There is no 
better broadcloth than you wear, and no better 
tailor than you employ. You areas vain asa 
Peacock, and selfish beyond all calculation, A 
stranger, meeting you ing railroad car, or at a 
hotel, would not guess the manner in which you 
get your meney, and least of all would he guess 
that in your home, where you are a contemptible 
tyrant, your wife sits meanly clad, and your chil- 
dren eat the bread of poverty. 

Thave asked myself a thousand times why it is 
that you anda large class of singing men end 
singing women are thus among the most worth- 
Jess of all humnon beings. One would suppose, 
from the nature of the case, that you and they 
‘would be among the purest and noblest aud best 
amen and women in the world. Music is a creature 
of the skies. It wss onthe wings of music that 
the heaven-born song—“peace on earth: good 
will to men” came down, and thrilled Judea with 
xounds that have since swept around the world. 
Ivison the breath of music that our praises rise 
to Him whose life itself, as expressed in the move- 
ments of systems and the phenomena of vitality, 
is the perfection of rhythmical harmony, It ix 
music that lulls the fretful infant to sleep upon its 
™other’s bosom, that gives expression to the free 
spirit of boyhood when it reloices upon the hills, 
that relieves the tedium of labor, that clothes the 
phrases by which men woo the women whom they 
Jove, and that makes a flowery channel throngh 
which grief may pour its plaint. It stirs the mar- 
tio] host to battle in the cause of God and free- 
dom, and celebrates the victory ; and “‘with songs” 
as well as with “everlasting joy,” we are told, the 
redeemed shall enter upon their reward at last 
Why, one would suppose that no man could live 
and move and have his being in music, without 
being sublimated—etherislized—spiritualized by 
it—kept up in a seventh heayen of purity and re- 
finement. 

‘This may all be ssid of music in general, but to 
ame there seems to be something peculinrly sacred 
jn the human yoice. There is that in the voice 
which transcends all the instruments of man’s in- 
vention. It is one of God’s instruments, and can- 
aot be surpassed or equalled. Itis the natural 
outlet of human passion—the opening through 
which—in love and hate, in grief and gladness, in 
desire and satisfaction—the soul breathes. It 
pulsates and trembles with that spiritual life and 
motion which are born of God's presence in the 
soul. Itis not only the expression of all that is 
human in us, but of all that is divine, 

One would suppose, I repeat, from the nature 
of the caso, that you and all the professional sing- 
ing men and singing women would be among tho 
purest and noblest and best men and women in 
the world, bat you and they are notoriously no 
such thing. On the contrary, you are the mean 
and miserable profligate I have already charged 
you with being, and many of your associates 
are like you. In saying this I do not mean 
4o wound the sensibilities of some singing men 
and women who do not belong in your set. I 
know truly Christian men and women who 
have devoted their lives to music, but they are in 
no danger of beiug confounded with your crowd 
and class. They despise you as much as I do, and. 
regret as much as I do the facts which have asso- 
ciated music with so much that is mean and un- 
worthy in character and conduct, 

It may be interesting to the public, if not toyou, 
to study into the causes of this wide-spread im- 
morality and worthlessness among those who 
snake singing the business of their lives. In your 
case, and in many others, personal yanity has had 
more to do than anything else. You were bred 
from the cradle to 8 love of praise. Your gift for 
music was manifested early, and your parents 

undertook to exhibit you and secure praise for you 
throughout all the years of your boyhood. You 
grew up with e constant greed for sdmiration, and 
this grew at last into a passion, which has neyer 
yelinquished its hold upon you. You became vain 
‘of your accomplishment, snd vain of your personal 
Deauty, and vain of your whole personality. You 


haye been singing in charch all your life, and 
giving) voice to the aspirations and praises of 
others, Dut, probably, there has never, in all that 
timo, gons up from your heart a single offering to 
Him who bestowed upon you your excellent 
gift. Yoh have, daring all your life, on all occa- 
sions, sung to men and not te God. As your voice 
has swelled out over choir and congregation you 
hayo been only thoughtful of the admiration you 
were exciting in the minds of those who were lis- 
tening, and havealways been rather sccking praise 
for yourself than giving praise to your Maker: 
This love of admiration and praise hes been, 
then, the mainspring of your life; and no man or 
woman can be even decent with no higher motive 
of life than this. With this motive predominant, 
you haye grown superlatively eclfish. You refuso 
to share your earnings with your wife and chil- 
dren, because such a policy would detract from 
your personal charms, or yeur personal comforts. 
You quarrel with evary man of your profession, 
because you are afraid that he will detract some- 
what from the glory which you imagino has sct- 
tled around you, Your mouth is constantly dled 
with detraction of your rivals, In the practice of 
your profession, you are thrown into contsct with 
soft and sympathetic women who are charmed by 
your voice, and your face, and your style, and 
your villainously smooth and sanctimonious man- 
ners, aud they become easy victims to your desire 
for personal conquest. Thus has music become 
to you only an instrament for the gratification of 
your greed for admiration, and, among other 
things, a means for winning personal power over 
the weak and wsyward women whom you en- 
counter. 

Life always takes on the character of its motive. 
Is is not the music which has injured you: itis 
not the music which injores any one of the great 
brotherhood and sisterhood of vicious genius. 
There are those among musicians who can plead 
tho power of great passions as their epology for 
greatvices. No great musician is possible without 
great passions. No man without intense human 
sympathies in all directions can ever be a great 
singer, or a great musician of any kind, and these 
sympathies, ina life subject to great exaltations and 
depressions, lead their possessor only too often 
into vices that degrade him and his art. But you 
are not a great musician, and I doubt very 
much whether you have great passions. I think 
you are a diddler and a make-belioye. I think 
your vices are affectations, in a considerable de- 
gree, and that you indulge in them only go far as 
you imagine they will make you interesting. 

There is something very demoralizing in all 
pursuits that depend for their success upon the 
popular applause, We sce it no more in public 
singing than in acting, and no more in acting 
than in politics. I doubt whether more singers 
than politicians are ruined by the character of 
their pursuits. A maa who makes it the business 
of his life to seek office at the hands of the people, 
and who administers the affairs of office so as to 
secure the popular applause, becomes morally as 
rotten as the rottenost of your profession. 

never hear of an American girl going abroad 
to stady music, for the purpose of fitting herself 
fora public musical career, without a pang. A 
musicsi education, an introduction to public 
musical life, and afew years of that life, are al- 
most certain ruin for any woman. Some escape 
this ruin, it {3 true, but there ste temptations laid 
for every stap of their Jife. They find their suc- 
cess in the hands of men who demand more than 
money for wages. They find their personal 
charms set over sgainst the persona] charms of 
others. Their whole life is filled with rivalries 
and jealousies. They find themselves constant}y 
thrown into intimate association on the stage with 
men who subject themselves to no Christian ré- 
straint—who can hardly be said to have bad a 
Christian education. They are constantly acting 
in operas the whole dramatic relish of which is 
found in equivoral situations, or openly liccntious 
revelations. In such circumstances as these, a 
woman must be a marvel of modesty and a mir- 
acle of grace to escape contamination. I do not 
believe there isa woman in the world who ever 
came out of a public musical career as gocd a wo- 
man as she entered it. She may have escaped with 
an untarnished name—she may baye preserved her 
standing in society, or even hightened it, but in 
her inmost soul she knows that the pure spirit of 
her girlhood is gone. 

It is the dream, I suppose, of most women who 

undertake a musical carcer, that, after wioning 
money and fame, they shall settle down into do- 
mestic life gracefully, and be happy in retirement. 
Alas! this is one of the dreams that very rarely 
“come true.” The greed for popular applause 
once tasted knows no relenting. The public life 
of women unfits them for domestic life, and the 
contaminations of a public singing woman's posi- 
tion render it almost impossible for her to be mar- 
ried at all out ef her circle; so that a woman who 
spends ten years on the stage usually spends her 
ife there, or does worse. I do not wonder at all 
at the old professor’s warning against singing wo- 
men, or singing men. It is enough to break down 
any man’s or woman’s self-respect to be depend- 
ent for bread and reputation upon the applause of 
‘a capricious public—to devote the whole energies 
of one’s being to the winning of a few clappings 
of the hand and a few tosses of the handkerchief, 
and to feel that bread, and success of the life-pur- 
pose, depend on these few clappings and tosses. 

I have a theory that it is demoralizing to pur- 
suo, asa business, any graceful accomplishment. 
which was only intended to minister to the pleas- 
ure and recreation of toiling men and women, I 
have not read history correctly if it be not true 
that the artists of all ages have been generally 
men of many vices. There have been men of pure 
character among them slways, but, as a class, 
they have not been men whom we should select 
for Sunday school superintendents, oras husbands 
for our daughters, If you, Felix Mendelssohn 
Jones, had been a tailor, and had worked hard at 
your business, and only used your talent for music 
inthe social circle and the village choir on Sunday, 
and been just as vain as you are to-day, you would 
haye been s better man than you are now, I think. 
I think this devotion of your life to music has had 
the tendency, independently of all other influences, 
to make you intellectually an ass and morally a 


Goat. 
Whether there is soundness in this theory or 


not, singing asa pursuit must come under the 
general law which makes devotion to one ideaa 
dwarfing process. A man who gives his life to 
music—who becomes absorbed by it,—and who 
really knows nothing else, will necessarily be a 
yery small specimen ofa man. The artist is de- 
veloped at the expense of tho man. Music is 


thrown entirely out of its legitimate and healthy 
relations to his life, and he makes that an object 
and end of life which should only minister to an 
end far higher. When a man andertakes to clothe 
his manhood from materials furnished by a single 
pursuit, even when that pursuit is so pure and 
beautiful as that of music, he rans short of cloth 
at once, I have no doubt that one of the principal 
reasons why music has such a dwarfing effect upon 
a multitude of those who make’it the pursuit of 
their lives, is, that it is so fascinating and so ab- 
gorbing—beeause it possesses such &@ power to 
drive out from the mind and life everything else. 
‘Thero is no denying the fact that, in the eye of a 
practical business man, musical accomplishments 
in men are regarded as a damage to character and 
hinderance to success. It is pretty nearly the 
‘niversal belief that a man who is yery much de- 


ic is rarely good for anything els 
This may not ho true—and I doubt whether it is 
strictly true—but it is true enough, and has always 
been true enough, to mako it  rale among those 
who have no time for nics distinctions and excop- 
tional cases. 

Ido not wonder, Felix Mendelssohn Jones, that 
intellectually you aroadwarf. Ido not wonder 
that men who have nerve and muscle and com- 
mon senso, and pruclical acquaintance with the 
great concerns of life, and a share in the world’s 
carnest work, should hold you in contempt for 
other reasons than those which relate to your 
morals. What did you ever study besides music? 
Upon what subject of human interest are you in- 
formed except music? Upon what topic of con- 
yersation aro yon at all at homo unless it be 
music? Why is it that you have nothing to say 
whon those questions aré discussed which relate 
to the political, moral, social and industrial life of 
the race or nation to which you belong? No man 
has a right to be more musician than aman, and 
no musician has a right to complain when men 
who are men hold him in contempt because he is 
the slaye of an art of which he should rather be 
the kingly possessor. There is a vast desl of non- 
sense afloat in the world about being married to 
musf, or married to art,—as if music were a wo- 
man—of a very seductive and exacting character, 
and musicians were very gallant and knightly 
people who make it their business to bend before 
a lifted eyebrow, and follow the fickle swing of 
Petticoats to death and the worst that follows it. 

There is another cause that has operated to 
make you much less a man than you might haye 
been under other circumstances, and this is almost 
inseparable from your life #3 u public singer. 
Your life has been a vagabond life. You, in your 
humble way, passing from village to village, have 
only bad a taste of that dissipation of travel 
which the more famons members of your profes- 
sion are obliged to suffer. From the time a public 
singer begins his career until he closes it, he has 
no home. Ho is never recognized as a mem- 
ber of society. He is obliged to be all things 
to all men, everywhere. He has no nation- 
ality. Ho shouts for the stars and stripes 
in New York, but would just us casily shout 
for ‘the stars and bars wherever they float. 
Hoe is equally at home in England and France and 
Italy, and salutes any flag under which he can 
win plaudits and provender. He has no politica, 
he has no religion ‘to mention,” he has no stake 
in permanent socicty whatever. The institutions 
of Christianity, publicschools, educational schemes 
and systems, the great, permancnt charities, 
municipal and neighborhood life—he has no share 
in all these. He rans from country to country 
and from capital to capital, or scours the country, 
and does not cease bis travels until life or health 
or yoice {s gone. It is impossible for any man to 
be subjected to such dissipation as this without 
receiving incalculable damage of cbaracter. He 
can think of nothing but his profession, under 
these circumstances. He can have no healthy 
social life, no home influences, no recognized po- 
sition in religious and political communities. He 
can be nothing but a comet among the fixed stars 
and regularly revolving systems of the world, 
makiog a great show for the rather nebulous bead 
which he carries, occupying moro blue sky for a 
brief period than belongs to him, and then passing 
out of sight and out of memory, leaving no track. 

I might go further, and show how nearly impos- 
sible it is for a public singer who sings everything 
everywhere, who wanders over the world and lives 
upon the breath of popular applause, whose life 
seems almost necessarily made up of intrigues 
and jealousies, to be a religious man. No matter 
what the stage of the theater, or the platform of 
the concert room might be, or may have been; 
we know that now they are not the places where 
piety toward God is in such a state of high culti- 
vation that good people throng before them for 
religious motive and iaspiration. The whole at- 
mosphere of a public singer’s life is sensuous. 
Like the beggarly old reprobate in Rome who ob- 
tained a living by sitting to artists for his “‘re- 
ligious expression,” they coin their Te Deums 
into dollars, and regard a mass as only a style of 
music to be treated in a professional way for other 
people who have sofficient interest in it to pay for 
the service. Man is a weak creature, and it takes 
agreat many influences to keep him in the path 
of religious duty, and preserve his sympathy with 
those grand spiritual truths which relate to his 
noblest development and his highest destiny. 
‘These influences are not to be secured by a roving 
life, and constantly shifting society, and minister- 
ing to the tastes and seeking the favor of the yul- 
gar crowd. 

On the whole, Mr Felix Mendelssohn Jones, I 
do not wonder that you are no better than you 
are, You have really had more iafluences operat- 
ing against you than I had cunsidered when I be- 
gan to write this letter to you. Nevertheless, you 
ought to be ashamed of yourself, and institute a 
reform., Recast your life, If you cannot settle 
down permanently in your profession ia some 
town large enough to support you, and become a 
decent hysband to your wife and father to your 
children, and take upon your shoulders your por- 
tion of the burdens of organized society, why, 
quit your profession, and go into some other busi- 
ness. I know you furnish a very slender basis 
for building s man upon, but you can at least 
cease to be e nuisance. 

Tknow a good many musical men and women 
whom music or deyotion to music has not dam- 
aged; but these men and women have entered as 
permanent elements into the society in which they 
live, and are something more than musicians, 
Singing is the most charming of all accomplish- 
‘ments when it is the voice of a noble nature and a 
generous culture; and all music, whon it preserves 
its legitimate relations to the great interests of 
human society, is refining and liberalizing in its 
influence. But when music monopolizes the mind 
ofa man; when it becomes the vehicle through 
which he ministers to his personal vanity; when 
it cither becomes degraded to be the instrament 
for procuring his bread, or elevated to the position 
of a master passion, it spoils him. I pray that no 
friend or child of mine may become professionally 
asinging man or singing woman, All tho cir 
cumstances that cluster about such a life, all the 
influences associated with it, and the great mujor- 
ity of its natural tendencies are agninst the de- 
yelopment and preservation of a Christian style of 
life and character, and, consequently, against the 
best form of happiness here and the only form 
hereafter. 


BOOKS, AUTHORS AND ART. 


STRONG THOUGHTS FOR EARNEST THINKERS, 

In the beautiful reprint of John Stuart Mill’s 
admirable treatise on Liberty we have a book for 
the times and for all time, a book fall of strong 
thoughts and exacting thought in its perusal, 
‘Mill’s has been called the most elaborate mind of 
the age, and we cannot como into collision with 
it without benefit. Few readers can accept all his 
conclusions; none can master them without an 
enlarged and invigorated mental grasp. He 
treats in this volume of civil liberty only, of the 
relations of the individual to society, He claims 
that man should never be coerced for his own 
good, only to prevent his doing harm to others; 
that thought and feeling, opinion and expreseion 
should be free, and that every citizen should not 
only be debarred from injoring others, but re- 


quired to bear his share in the labors and sacri- 


fices required for the public weal. Moreover the 
state should educate its children, with or without 
the consent of tho parents, but beyond this it 
weakens itself by imposing restrictions on its 
members. He is eloquent in denouncing the 
tyranny of majorities, or of “those who succzed 
in making themselves accepted as the mojority,’”” 
and the still more potent tyranny of public opin- 
jon, This last seems to him the great evil of the 
day, Individuals are lost in the crowd, original- 
ity is repressed, and eccentric genins is crashed 
beneath the weight of collective mediocrity: 

“ Whatever crushes individuality is dospotism, 
by whatever name it may be called, and whether 
it professes to be enforcing the will of God or the 
injunctions of men. The initiation of all wise 
‘and noble things comes and must come from in- 
dividuals; gencrally at first from some one indi- 
vidual. ‘The honor and glory of the average man. 
is that he is capable of following that initiative; 
that he can respond internally to wise and noble 
things and bo led to them with his eyes open. 
‘The state which dwarfs its men, in order that 
they ray bo more docile instruments in its hands 
eyen for beneficial purposes, will tind that with 
emall men no great thing can really be accom- 
plished.” 


GRIEVANCES OF A QUESTIONABLE PATRIOT. 

Tho incidents of the times supply reading for 
all tastes, and there are doubtless those who will 
relish D. A. Mahony’s Prisoner of State. The 
writer was arrested in Dubuque, Iowa, in August 
of last year, for alleged disloyalty to the United 
States government, a crime which he indignantly 
denies, at the same time regretting that he did not 
shoot the U. S. yaarshal who effected his arrest, 
as in so doing he would haye “exercised his ina- 
lienable and constitutional rights as an American.” 
He scems to cherish tho yulger idea of citizenship, 
as consisting largely of privileges and very little 
of duties. His opinions are in great confasion, 
being deoply tinctured with state rights and other 
uncomfortable speculations. When arrested he 
appealed to Goy Kirkwood, who responded in o 
cold and formal letter, implying a belief in his 
disloyalty. This unexpected treatment calls forth 
all the eloquence he is master of, and he asserts 
roundly that wero he governor of Iowa and Kirk- 
wood his petitioner, ‘before he should be taken 
“from my gubernatorial jurisdiction by any pow- 
“er on carth, illegally and arbitrarily, it should be 
“over the prostrate power of the commonwealth 
“of Iowa and of its executive.” He is taken to 
Washington and confined in the old capitol prison, 
which he finds filled with “gentlemen” from vari- 
ous localities, confined on trivial pretexts, among 
which he names “refusing to swear allegiance to 
@ government that was powerless to protect their 
persons and property.” He here makes acquaint- 
ance with divers prisoners from the South, and 
listens to a Sunday sermon from a hard-shell Bap- 
tist of the secesh persuasion, who argues very 
sensibly as he fancies, that the present war is due 
“to the fanaticism, zealotry and bigotry of New 
‘England, to her temperance lecturers, her tract 
‘ distributors and her missionary societies.” Afr 
Mahony is thoroughly wrongheaded if not hope- 
lessly perverted, exhausts bis descriptive powers 
upon the trivialities and discomforts af his prison, 
and has given us four hundred pages of the drear- 
iest reading from which amusement was ever 
wrung. 


TASSION, POISON AND PLATITUDE, 

Carleton of New York is a popular but some- 
what miscellaneous publisher; he casts his net in 
the literary sea and gathers of every kind. A 
skilfal caterer for the public taste, he remembers 
its appetite for novelty; perhaps he does not 
always remember thata publisher should lead 
rather than follow, should cducate rather than 
indulge. One of bis recent issues is Lulu, a novel 
by M. T. Walworth, who was an inmate at the 
National Hotel at the time of the mysterious 
iliness prevalent there six years ago. He was 
himself a eufferer, and evidently leans to tho 
belief that the disease was the result of poison. 
He offers his novel to the public as a frame of 
fictitious scenes woyen about this catastrophe to 
preserve it for history, as files are preserved in 
amber for microscopic studies. Woe cannot help 
thinking that in this caso the fossilized gum-drop 
is large and dim ard out of proportion to the 
relic it incloses, as we wade through more than 
two thirds of the book before the mysterious 
Kobold makes his appearance at all. This would 
be of little consequence if the book were fresh, 
original, vigorous, striking. It is not any of 
these. Itisa series of glimpses of second-rate 
fashionable life, where the women are pretty and 
dressy and the men indulge plentifully in small 
talk and smaller puns. Tho love scenes are 
especially clumsy. Harry Carter, who weds tho 
heroine of the book, is. doubly favored lover; 
when he stammers forth his first proposal, 
charming little Bess blashingly sighs: “Will I 
consent to be your wife? Yes, ob, ten million 
times I will say yes!” And when changes super- 
yone and that connection is severed, the bewitch- 
ing Lulu replies to a similar offer: “If you do not 
take my poor, fluttering heart now, I shall die.” 


“MapGR.” 

All tho young girls aro reading Madge, and ro- 
joicing anew ia the oft told story of the poor, 
maltreated child, who struggled up through hard- 
ship and temptation to culture and recognition 
and a marriage of the heart, ‘Whether well or ill 
told, the history is sure to find eager readers, and 
many an ambitious aspirant takes courage from 
the heroine’s success. Madgo is a tale of New 
England life by a New England woman. It is 
simple in outline and healthful in tone, and is 
said to embody the trials and achievements of a 
genuine human life, veiled in a partially fictitious 
gaise. Kate Foster marries an adventurer, against 
the will of her father, goes West for some years 
until his death, aud returns in ill boalth, poverty 
and desertion, to find herself disinberited and 
friendless, with no refuge but the alms-house and 
the grave. Her daughter Margaret, or Madge a 
sho is usually called, is indentured to a Mrs Haz- 
dy, a harsh, selfish woman, with a gifted and 
amiablo son. The remainder of the romance is 
readily made out; the severi\y of the mistress, the 
smothered instincts of the repressed and misused 
child, wavering between submission and revolr; 
and the incipient attachment between the two 
who are yeung and attachable, fostered by kind- 
ness and protection on the one hand, and enthusi- 
astic gratitude on the other. Of course there is a 
long interval of change and effort, of doubt and 
disaster and despair. Madge breaks her indentures, 
clopes at fourteen and finds employment in a cot- 
ton mill; but we trust her example on this point 
will not be largely followed by restless young peo~ 
ple, chafing with the pressure of home restraints. 
Madge may bave been right, but in copying her 
measures mostof our young fricnds would be 
wrong. By strict labor and economy, by rare suc- 
cess in finding and making friends, in three years 
she saves two hundred dollars and employs it in 
perfecting the education which hes all tho timo 
been going brayely on. Then, in the midst of 
lesser loves and Inbors, comes the crowning event 
of her life, thus closing acceptably the novel and 
its notice. 

A WOMAN'S ROMANCE. 

Tho recent noyel by Mrs Edwin James, Wan 
derings of a Beauty, is not light and trashy as its 
title might suggest. It abounds in pictures of 
scenery, manners, and personal sketchos in Lon- 
don, Paris, Iialy, Switzerland and America. The 
writer is herself a remarkable woman, and the 
book confessedly embodies much that she has 


seen, possibly moro that she has felt. The char 
acters are marked and lifelike, the alternations 
striking, the morality beyond reproach. Tho 
opening chaptera seem to cast needless odium up- 
‘on ascetic religionists, but the tone «f the book is 
neither irreverent nor light. It is tinctared with 
spiritualism, but not so thoroughly as to spoil it 
for popular reading. Itia prefaced by a picture 
of a charming woman, but whether of tho writer 
or the heroine, or both, we are nowhere distinctly 
told. 


A SCORE OF HISTORICAL HEROES. 

Almost ail children are fond of stories, but 
there are some among thom who prefer history to 
fiction, and who will turn with indifference from 
8 fairy tale, to listen with kindling cyes to a recital 
of deeds of real heroigm and devotion. To boys 
of this class we commend Sea Kings and Navel 
Heroes, by John G. Edgar, who has presented in 
its pages the stirring events in a score of eminent 
English lives. As these are the lives of public 
men scattered through the lapse of a thousand 
years, they combine entertainment and stimulus 
with a good degree of historical information; nor 
will they lose ground with lads of tho present day 
from being filled with details of military and nayal 
exploits. The book is well printed, and has six 
attractive illustrations. 


A BOOK OF RESTFUL READING. 

We have in the Every Day Philosopherjanother 
series of those quiet and genial essays which have 
won a wide popularity for “The Country Parson.” 
They do not differ materially from his earlier 
works. The style is tho same, although it seems 
to many more common-placo because we are fa- 
miliar with its feauros. The offspring of hours 
of Ioisuro, the book should be read in such hours; 
it was writton in dressing-gown and slippers, and 
requires that costume of the reader. The writer’s 
works are like the gentler agencies of nature; they 
are twilight scenes where the wave dies along tho 
shore, the zephyr sighs itself to rest, and the dew 
falls heavily bat insensibly upon flower and leaf 
and bud. No doubt many persons would be 
pleasurably startled from the repose of such a scene 
by the brief brilliancy of a rocket, but not a few 
prefer to watch the glimmering fire-flies whose 
tiny Jovelamps star the verdant gloom. Mr 
Boyd is still sure of many interested readers. 


A FIRST BOOK IN LATIN. 
Our modem school books run to diffuseness, 
and elaborate explanation is often substituted for 
simplicity. But there are signs of a healthy at- 
tempt to recover from this cnervating method. 
A new series of books for students of Latin has 
been introduced with success in England, pre- 
pared by Dr William Smith,a man of classical 
reputation, and they are being reproduced by the 
Harpers. The first book of the series is revised 
by Prof Drisler of Columbia college, New York. 
The book is admirable in its simple and compact 
style, Whether itis an improvement upon tho 
books now in use can only be decided by trial 
under a competent teacher. The author evidently 
comprehends what is to be aimed at in a mannal 
for beginners, if ho has not accomplished it. 
AMERICA IN FRENCI. 

That most accomplished and model American 
representative in Europe, Mr Bigelow, formerly 
of the New York Evening Post, the consul at 
Paris, has prepared and issued in French a his- 
torical and statistical volume on America. It 
embraces all that information concerning our 
country, our people, our government and our his- 
tory, which it is 80 valuable should be known 
now in Europe. Mr Bigelow has been indefatige- 
ble and eflicient in informing the French people 
of America and her questions; and this last 
effort is undoubtedly the most useful and complete 
encyclopedia on the subject, to which those who 
only understand the French language can go; 
nor is it unworthy to be translated into English 
for circulation across the channel, or even at 
home where we are only too ignorant of ourselves. 


OF PICTURES. 

W. P. Frith, famous in Eogland for his pictures 
of the “Derby Day,” a scene at a railway station, 
&e., is to paint the “royal marriage,” that of tLe 
Prince of Wales; and $25,000 is to be paid him 
or the privilege of making engraved copies of it —

“tho Christisa in the Valley of the Shadow of 
Death” us one of a series of illustrations of Bun 
yan’s Pilgrim’s Progress, which were exhibited in 
New York. Church bas since become famous; and 
this old, rough sketch has been now brought to 
light, cleaned aud varnished, and $1000 put upon 
itasa legitimate price. Such is reputa‘ion and 
its value!—Nearly the required sum of $100,000 
has been contributed in New York for a grand new 
building and art gallery for the Academy of De- 
sign.—Bi:rstad’s new great painting of “Tho 
Rocky Mountains,” is now exhibiting in Boston. 

Lite’s Day” by A. F. Bellows, one of the 
pleasantest of our American Jandscape artists, 
has Deen on exbibition in the same for some 
weeks; it embraces threo different paintings, illus- 
trating scenes in a single life: first is the babe in 
arms going across the river in a boat to the 
cbureh in the distance for baptism—tbis is in 
May; next she is crossing the same stream 
for the same charch for marriage, in mi 
summer, warm and rich; last, in winter, her bier 
is being carried over the ice for the last solemn 
services that life renders unto death. The 
story is plain; the details of the picture are 
wrought out with Dasseldorf perfection; and the 
atmosphere in cach is freighted with the season 
snd the cccasion. Tho pictures have been bought 
by Edwin Forrest, the tragedian, and without be- 
ing great, are most agreeable and patheic.—The 
annual exbivition of the Academy of Design in 
Now York has begun; and embraces many new 
and choice paintings of our best American artists. 
Church contributes a const scene; Gifford, Hunt- 
ington, Coleman, Gignoux, Kensett and’ Beard 
present some of thee Lest productions; Mc Edwin 
White sends ina big picture of the interior of 
Fort Sumter during its bombardment, Major An- 
derson in the act of prayer and his ajsocinte offi- 
cers grouped around in alticudes bespeaking 
fatigue and a desire to bave done with praying 
and take to the boats. Among the portraits is a 
fresh one of Hon Schuyler Colfax by an eminent 
New York artist, aud looking as if the original 
ought to stand in the speaker's chair at Washing- 
ton next winter, 

THE ROMANCE OF A SINGER. 

The memoir of “Genevra Guerrabella” is in 
print. She isa popular prima donna in opera 
anda leader in rare concerts in Now York and 
Boston; and this is the romantic episode of her 
life which earlier, in her girlhood, covered a resi- 
dence in Springfield—guest with her mother at 
the old Dwight mansion on State street: Miss 
Genevieve Ward, who now takes the name of 
Guerrabella, the daughter of a most respectable 
family of New Eogland origin, had the misfor- 
tune to be wooed and won by a handsome Rus- 
sian count, of princely fortune, to whom, after a 
nuost persevering courtship, she was married, in 
the house of the United Stares consul at Nice, 
with the reluctant consent of her parents.’ The 
marriages of American women with counts are 

roverbially unhappy, and this was peculiarly so. 
Boon afterward the lady and her family learned. 
that the marriage was not valid in Russia, be- 
cause not performed according to the rites of the 
Greek churob, and it became apparent that the 
profligate nobleman, who appears to bea first- 
Tate scamp, intended to svail himself of this cir- 
cumstance to her dishonor.

indom in War. 

Thoss who are opposed to the prosecution of 
tho war ss tho only means of reaching a peace, 
-and who think that offers of compromise ought 
tobe made, are in the habit of assuming that 
hostilities are now being carried on under the in- 
(fluonce of passion or prejudice, and not in obedi- 
ence to the dictates of resson. They call upon 
us to pause and wait for a cooler judgment, and 
consult some safer guides than tho impulses of 
~the blind multitude and the fary of the hour. 
‘There was never a more unwarranted assumption. 
“Tho facta are exactly opposite. The war has 
rested and does rest for its support upon the sober 
gadgment of the psople,and nowhere cleo. There 
was an outbreak at first, not indeed of passion, 
but of enthusiasm, which might perhaps be called 
unreasoning. It was, however, 8 noble enthusi- 
msm; and all tho better that it did not stay for 
thinking. It isa poor people that needs to con- 
sider coolly whether or not it will give up its life 
+o violence. But that first impulse settled down 
nto a firm end well meditated purpose. A ruddy 
‘ash of excitement kindled the war; but a clear 
intelligence bas since fed its fires, There was 
never a policy of our government, from the day 
of its establishment, in behalf of which the so- 
bristy and steady counsel of the nation was 60 
unmistakably arrayed. 

‘Tho strength of this war is not among the un- 
trained and passionate, tho more wild and lawless 
Portions of our population. Its supporters are 

not those that have Jeast to Joso. They aro not 
the men whose condition the worst of civil 
troubles might improve, but could scarcely make 
worse, They are not tho idle, the drunken, the 
reckless, They are not those without homes, or 
family connections, or reputation, War hes often 
drawn from such sources the material for its ar- 
mics. Butitis notso here. The wer eptrityis 
not haunting mostly tippling houses end dens 
of gambling sndinfamy. It is more often found 
about the farms and workshops, the school and 
the college and the charch. It snimates most 
powerfully the men who have an intelligent 
‘and honerablo interest for themselves and their 
children, to maintain the best institutions of gov- 
‘ernment that ever sbeltered industry or etimula- 
ted learning. The purpose to sustain the war 
will be foucd most firmly held by the more solid 

“and stale men among us. Those who would be 
amarked out as the appropriate leaders of our 
American mind, aud the types of whatever is best 
an our civilization. It is not with a good grace 
that one can be called on to leave such men a5 
these and search for wisdom and sobriety in com- 
pany with the Woods of New York. 

If our government is forced to give up this 
contest, it will be in spite of the counsel of our 
most sagacious and dispaseionate men; and in 
obodience to the will, not of the better, but of the 
‘worst portions of these communities. Ia all the 
public discussions of this subject, of which wo 
hhave had any knowledge, it bas been the very 
object of the supporters of tho war to secure a 
cool and sober jadgment; and to furnish the ma- 
terials for It. And it has been and is still every- 
where felt by these persons, that ignorance and 
prejudice and passion are not the frionds but the 
foes of the policy they advocate. And their 
greatest fear of failure is in the power of these 
yery cements of evil. If the whole population 
could be lifted up to look over all the subject 
clearly and fairly, they would think that the 
danger was a'r-ady past. We do not believe that 
any onc fumiliar with our American cociety, and 
with the influences that are now moving upon 
it, can fail to know that we speak the truth. 


Rev Dr Lord—Ham on the Brain. 
An amusing controversy ia in progress in the 
religious papers und the Boston Courier, as to 
the quality of Dr Lord’s patriotism. Dr Lord is 
the well known president of Dartmouth college, 

‘an ancient and respectable institution at Hanovor, 

NN. H. Some twenty-five years ago he was an 
ardent abolitionist, a supporter of William Lloyd 

Garrison, and exposed to suspicion among the 

New England clergy, who were then eminently 

conservative on the slavery question, Time's 

mutations have reversed the position of the par- 
ties; Dr Lord has swung completely over to 
extreme conservatism, while his ecclesiastical 
associates have not only caught up with Garrison, 
put gone considerebly ahead of him in practical 
abolitionism. Dr Lord occasionally communi- 
cates with the public through the columns of tho 
Boston Courier, the only paper outside of rebel- 
dom that fully accepts bis doctrine of the divinity 
of slavery. One of his articles was issued asa 
campaign tract by the copperheads of New 
Hampshire, and was afterwards reprinted by tho 
same faction in Connecticut, who put his name 
to it without bis consent, the article having been 
anonymous in the Courier. Upon this state of 
the caso the New York Independent end the 
Boston Congregationalist assail Dr Lord with 
great vebemence, and not enly denounce his 
theories, but call in question bis loyalty to the 
government, and Dr Lord has replied at lengih 
to his assailants through the Boston Oourier. 

Dr Lord colemoly asserts bis leyalty, and main- 
tains that itis his right ond duty to exprece his 
opinions freely as (0 the measures adopted by the 
government. So far he is right. No maa who 

knows Dr Loyd doubts his Joyplty, or his patriotic 
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desire toseothe Unior, maintained. He has given 
sons to the army, 07d his whole conduct {s that of 
an upright and Gy,ristion citizen. But Dr Lord is 
tho viclim of a theory. He has got maxed in n 
Jogical and thr ological Iabyriath, and is notlikely 
to emerge a ain into the repfon of factand com- 
‘mon senso till he shuffles oft this mortal coil. His 
ecclesias/ical friends shonld therefore deal gently 
with him, and while they smile at his absurdities, 
withhold unkind aspersions of bis motives. Dr 
Lord’s hallucination dates logically a great way 
back, The curse of Noah is what infects him, and 
he may bo filly soid to have Ham on tho brain. 
Ham is tho foundation and essential element 
of pis whole theory of morals and government. | 
Te Noah bad not teken mote wine then was re- 
quired for his stomach’s eako, and his boy, Ham, | 
had not indulged s prurient and Irreverent curi- 
osity, Noah would not have spoken his unfatherly 
and cruel curso, and it would not have been the 
duty of doctors of divinity to insist upon the en- 
slavement of the negro to the end of time, as 
“God's provideniial order,” and therefore the 
prime and eseential thing to be done by all good 
men ard just governments. Coromon readers of 
tho Biblo find nothing in the narrative to indicate 
that Noali’s curse was of apy more aceount than 
thatof any other man awaking from a beastly 
stupor, and nota word to authorize the notion 
that God sanctioned the imprecation, and made 
it the duty ofall men in all ages to exocute it. 
Certainly for many generations Ham had the bet- 
ter of his brothers, and they were his servants, ac- 
cording to the scriptnrestory. Nor bas Dr Lord or 
any body clse ever made it clear that the negro is 
adescendant of Ham. In fact, the secriptaral and 
historical argument is lame in all its legs, and tho 
morél still more so. The notion that God con- 
signed = whole race to slavery while the world 
stunds, becauze of a single fault of their ancestor, 
is too gross an outrage upon all ideas of justice 
to bo respectfully entertained. But it is precisely 
this notion which possesses tho learned and logicel 
Dr Lord, and rides him Jiko 8 nightmare, He 
brings all things to this test, and he has no 
hopo that this nation can be saved, becauso tho 
president's proclamation of freedom to the ne- 
groes is in contravention of this ““providential or- 
der.” The government might make any other 
mistake, might break any and all other divine 
lows, and yet survive. But not this. The Cal- 
houn politician makes slavery the comner-store of 
free government; Dr Lord goes deeper, and makes 
it the corner-stone of ali government; without it 
there can be no institurions, ecclesiastical or po- 
litical, that ars not certain to fall boforo the divine 
wrath. DrLord believes all thia quite solemnly, 
and is therefore not to be blamed for sticking to 
it. Let the good old msn cherish his whims, 
They are ay harmless as the vagaries of the mid- 
dle-age scholissts. It is impossible not to laugh 
at them, but the venerable doctor is no more to be 
blamed or denounced than if he had taken St 
Vitus’ dance, instead of Ham on tho brain. 


Tre REALiTIEs or A Souprer’s Lire.—Weep 
for the soldiers when the weather is bad, for thoy 
fecl it as-you never have yet. Pat a man in the 
ficld and soak him with rain; he has no warm 
change of clothing to comfort him; chill his 
hands or fect, he has no register and slippers to 
thaw ont the frost; weary his body, he has no 
soft bed to charm the ache away; pnt his stomach 
out of order, he hes no chance to stop and with 
delicate home tit-bits recover bis shaken balance. 
Ho must dry his clothes on his body, chafe bis 
hands and fect into warmth or let them stay 
numb, catch his halfrations of sleep by the side 
of the road or in the furrows of the field; draw 
his belt tighter and push on without a word of 
complaint. Ho knows no house nor ambrella 
when it rains, snows or js cold; no fan, and very 
likely no shade, when tho sun beats hoily. Put 
ten or fifteen pounds of knapsack on his back, 
four pounds of cartridges drawing down on one 
side, six or eight pounds of haversack and can- 
teen on the other, twelve pounds of gun in his 
hands, two poundsof extra cartridges in his pock- 
ets, beside his clothes and what necessaries he car- 
ries, and then ask him for along and rapid forced 
march. That is heavy marching order. Pretty 
soon the blanket is taken from the knapsack and 
throwa into the bushes, then the overcoat follows 
suit, then the spare cartridges, then the mtions 
are minimized, then the men.drop ont end sit 
down by the side of the road to catch their breath 
and mop away tho perspiration. Ah! then the 
truly manly officer finds a chance to take tender 
caro of his men, Wo tbink of one sturdy cap- 
tain, who marched hardly five of a late fifty miles, 
tramp without a knapsack on bis back and a gun 
on his eboulder for one and another of his tired 
men. After this, when a man tells you feebly 
that he isn’t strong enough to go to war, you may 
feel more like believing him than you have, 
There aro often times in this war for which camp 
life is only a preparative, which calls into play 
covery bit of sinew, wire, pluck, that there isin a 
man; and unless he can come ont of each of those 
times ready, after proper rest, to go throngh it 
again and egain, he falls short of the true idea of 
“goldierly endurance.” 


Democracy or Tie Ricut Sont.—Nathaniel 
B. Baker, formerly democratic governor of New 
Hampshire, now adjutant general of Iowa, bas 
written an elcquent Jetter upon the duty ef demo- 
crats to sustain the government. Ie puts the 
case in @ way to make the copperhead democracy

“J propose no conditions to my loyalty. Imay have 
diffyred trom tho udministration In somo points on tho 
conduct of the war, Lut-that should make no difer- 
once with a man if he intonds to give the govornment 
his wowavering support. Ishall not moko public de- 
clarations in favor of a vigorons prosceution of this 
war to suppress tho rebellion, and then publicly or 
privutely Utter traitorous and bitter denunciations of 
the president and tho goyenment. Ihave no faith in 
tho mau who eays he eupports the goyernmont, and 
finds fault becauso there wore calls for volunteers, I 
do slot credit the man whosuys he is}oy nl, nud opporea 
yoluntecring, taxation, issuing bills of credit, cou- 
tcription, aud all tho methods to ratte armies and 
means to sustain the nation. Tho manywho finds funlt 


with evory cflort of the govornmout to custuin itself, 
and then declares himself a Union man, must be cith: 
or non compos, or false-hearted and a falsifior of his 
own opiuions, I nover could distinguish. tho dit- 


ference between ono of this class” of ‘support. 
crs’ of goverumont and on avowed disunion- 
isty excopt in this— that the latter lad the 
most honesty, and tho former the most impudenes, 
‘Thoro aro a class of ardent supporters of tho ‘constitue 
tion as itis aud the Union us it was,” who proposed a 
now govermmont, with New England loft ‘out in the 
cold,’ and thatclass of men in the West would havo 
huiléd with delight the triumph of tho democratic 
party in Now Hampshire at the lato election—not that 
thoy cared for the state or the domocracy thore, for 
thoy lind expressed their contempt of the ono, and 
carod jittle for the other.

Corton Raisrxe 1x INpraNwa.—Mr Taracl M. 
Parsons, formerly of this city, but now a rcei- 
dent of Vincennes, Indiena, has appropriated fifty 
acres of choice land to the cultare of cotton this 
eason, A considerable quantity of land in that 
vicinity was planted. with cotton last year and 
yielded handsomely. Tho inyestment having 
turned ovt so favorably, a still greater breadth of 


rich bottsm land in the valley of the Wabash will 
‘be cottonized this year. Thete {sno difficulty in 
obtaining experienced cottom raisers amonget the 
refugees from rebeldom who abound in that sec 
tion. 


Tae Foep Question 1N THR Soutn.—The 
anxiety manifested in Jeff Davis's sppeal 
for com planting in tho Sonth is justificd 
by reports from all quarters. The Richmond 
Whig attempts to ridiculo the late bread riot 
‘there, and says it was got up for political effect 
amd not because anybody is anffering for food, 
but it confesses tho alarm of tho rebel leaders 
when it says 
“Bottor a thousand fold that tho Tankecs should 
plyjtiole Dying arte rit ail ta tho: Gleatysted 
huroean give them, than that tho jyeople should. soo 
that the government of Jefferaon Davis is timorous 
about anything on carth. ‘Tho poople are manly; £0 
thould tlieir government be, aid put a bo! 
fies on cverything. If anything could bo ““kopt 
back,” tho fato of Ananias should warn us of tho folly. 
ofaticmpting it. Hayewo gotten co deep in tho miro 
of nencaking, cvaslyo, alternately trucking and bul- 
Iying policy as not to’ be ablo to turn round and faco 
Yunkecos and females combined? Or shall it goto tho 
country that the confederate xoyornment is scarcd 
out of its wils because a parcel of women broke open 
‘a store and stolo a pair of shocs.'” 

The dificulty of transportation, which is one 
canse of the sufferizg at the South, as acknowl- 
edged in Davis's appeal, is continually incroasing. 
‘Tho Richmond papers stato that the railroads are 
fast giving ont, aud thero is no material for their 
repair. An animated dobate in the Georgia leg- 
inlatura, one day last week, om a proposition to 
limit the cultivation of cotton, brought out some 
interesting atatoment: 

Mr Hester of Elbort wes the champion of cotton. 
Me epoko of the healthy condition of the army with a 
quarter ofa pound of moat a day, at tho present timo, 
und of their readiness to fight the encmy. Ho was 
asked by Mr Trammell of Catoosa, if ho attributed 
fuch a condition et the army to tho circomstanco of 
their being fed on one-fourth rations, Mr Hostor rid- 
jouled the idea of thore being starvation boforo us. 
Hovyorily Volioved membors wero eating more than 
nsual for fear that in a short timo thoy will not havo 
Anything tocat. Ho wns willing to suffer famine bo- 
fore ho would congontto subjugation. 

“It is very easy,” says the editor of tho Atlanta In- 
tolligencer, sorlowly, "for a man woll fed, whose faco 
ja rotund and ruddy ‘trom abundance, to epesk thus; 
Dut lot the picture bo raversed. Let! such well, fed, 
porsons go Aud eubject themselves for one mouth, if 
Thoy can, {0 the scanty fare of poor women and chil- 
dren in come of our upper countics, and we are sure 
such persons wonld quickly cliange their opinions.’ 


Tue Srrine Evections—The returns from 
the spring elections continuo to be of a very grat- 
ifying character. Republican successes are gained 
where the victory was conceded to the democrats, 
and in all quarters thero are largo republican 
gains. Michigan has boen swept almost entirely 
clean by the Usion men. Judge Campbell is 
elected to the supreme bench by a majority 
of 1200; the republican rogents to tho university 
are chosen, and nine at least out of ten circuit 
judges, and the tenth probably. The copperhead 
mejority in Detroit was 150 less than last fall. 

Tn Ilinois, the victory, although not 80 sweep- 
ing, is still’ sure end gratifying. In tho eleven 
counties reported, about two-thirds of the towns 
have gone republican, and oven in eouthern and 
central Illinois, “Egypt,” where the copperheads 
thought they were sure of success, the republican 
victories have been nnmereus and decisivo. 

In Wisconsin the copperheads thought they had 
secured the election of their candidate for judge of 
the supreme court by S000 to 10,000, basing their 
expectations on the large democratic gains in 
Milwaukeo. But the returns from the country 
have upset their calculations, and Dixon, the re- 

ablican caudidate is found to_be elected by a 
Fandsome majority. Out of S874 soldiers’ votes 
in the Wisconsin regiments, 6153 were cast for 
Judge Dixon. 

Obio has also bad her mnnicipaland town elec- 
tions, and the gratifyiog Union success in her 
chief city, Cincinnati, is a sample of the way her 
principal cities and towns have gono. 

From Now Jersey the returns come in slowly. 
‘This state has always been democratic, and many 
of the cities have again elected democratic offi- 
cers, though vpon no party ticket. There are 
some towns where Union mojoritica prevail, and 
where the democrats have been succes aful,in many 
instances their majorities are largely cut down 
from last yeer. 


Tne Porisu ScyTHEMEN.—No arm of the 
Polish service isso much dreaded by the Ras- 
sians a3 the scythemen, who hayo gsived the 
most of the Polish victories. A letter from Cra- 
‘cow gives the following account of them :— 

1 belioye tho soldicrs of Russin bavo tho oredit of 
cable to stand a bayonet charge us well or boticr 
than thoso of any other nation except one, which 
need not be particularized for the beneBt of Euglish 
readers. But at closo quartors tho Russian shrinks 
from the Polish scythe os from death iteolt; and 
whenever it has been found possiblo to got the Ko= 
fonicri—in however emall a iumber—within some- 
thing liko reach of the onomy, the lattor has turned 
and fled, This, after all, is not to bo wondored at. 
Tho Russian eoldier, who is only a Russian peasant, 
shaven, shorn, and half choked in a tight mil 
itary suit, {8 @ croaturo of habit; he had loarnod 
thut to be skowered on a bayonet is the sort of thing 
ho has to expect, and to which tho men in his regi- 
ment have, in’ a collective ecnes, Jong Leon te- 
customed. tut to be rushed in the face by people 
who turn their reaping books into sabres, nnd their 
Ecytlics inte two-Cdged swords, is more (hau he over 
Vargained for, and ho won't stand it. Ou tho other 
hand the seythomen aro said to have become quite un- 
manazeable when they wero exposed for auy lougth 
of time to tho fire of tho Russians, to whieh thoy wero 
of coureo unuble to reply. Accordingly, aa a gonoral 
rule, they haye Leen kept out of sight, cither in ain- 
bush of bohind ordinary infantry, until the moment 
arrived for them to rush forward-and stnke terror into 
the ranks of tho Muscovites. All the victories guinod 
by tho insurgonts undor tho commond of Langiewicz 
(and Teannot think of one instance in which thoy 
Were reilly benten) have been decided by the rey the 
men oF tho Zouayes, or the seythemen and Zouaves in 
combination, and generally by tho soythemen alone. 
‘At Skala, Langiowicz uot ouly Jed the reythemen in 
pereon, but himself carried a soythe, which he took up 
ut tho fast moment before giving the order to charge.” 


ENGLAND EsTabLisnInG A BAD PRECEDENT 
For HenseLr.—Thbe London Daily News of a 
late date bas a very strong article pointing out the 
danger incurred by the British government in al- 
lowing its neutrality laws to be violated in order 
to aid the southern rebellion. It says:— 

“There is ono important point connected with tho 
Duilding and fitting out in this country of such versels 
as tho Alabama, which though referred to by Mr 
Forster and otlicts in tho debate on Friday evening, 
luna not yet been sulliciontly considered, and that is 
tho yory gorious oxtent to which dt must tell aguins 
oureolves horeaftor. Ifthrongh any desect of the Juw, 
or any want of vigor in its administration, the build- 
ing of war ships for belligorents is ullowed to go on 
here with comparative impunity, we may be quite 

tain tliat tho precedont thus unhoppily established 
will not bs forgotton by other ustions, and least by 
the mution that has such goed eause to remember it." 

‘The Nows then cites the well known instances, 
during the Crimean war, When our government 
prevented the building of ships-for Russia in this 
country, and the conscientious course of the Now 
York mcrchants in the matter, and adds-—

THE LEGISLATUR. 


From Our Special Correspondent. 
Boston, Friday night, April 17. 
Tn the Senate, there wera some half doz=n ro- 
ports made, including the bills, concerning ride- 
svalke in the city of Springfield, and concerning 
fence viewers, as amended, with the rocommenda- 
tion that they ought to pass, also a bill concern- 
ing sidewalke in Cambridge. Tho majority of 
the committee on banks and banking reported a 
‘a bill in relation to notes or scrip of the commor- 
wealth or of the United States, held by banks, 


roviding that such notes or scrip shall not bo 
Reacaed debts due, within the meaning of sec. 25, 
chap 57, general statutes. Mr Dwight, of tho 
nme committes, mado a minority report, that it 
js inex pediont to lewislato on the subject. The me- 
tropolitan police bill camo up again, and was op- 

ged ins well argued speech by Mr Whitney of 
Hampden. He did notlike the principle of dogriv- 
fog the people of Boston of their rights, and i€ it 
was in consequence of failing to enforce the liquor 
Jaw, he thought mombers from the country shonld 
first sce to it that the law was thoroughly enforced 
in their own Ioealities, I looked to bim as_hav- 
ing a polijical bearing, and if a0, believed it woud 
have an effect to the disadvantage of the republi- 
can party. The dill bod v defeat uvanticiparcd 
by its fends, Mr Brinley of Middlesex appearing 
3. acompromiser ia thematter. ‘The amendment 
o: Mr Tucker to submit the act to the peoplo for 
freir acceptanca, was rejected by a Yoto of 11 to 
21, when the substitute of Mr Brinley was 
alopted by # yote of 18 to 18, providing 
for. the appoiatmont of three commission 
ers by the govornor and council, to whom 
tha whole subject of a metropolitan police for the 
cilies of the state shall be committed, to report to 
the next legislature. The friends of the bill will 
make an éffort to defeat tho substitute, but itis 
somewhat doubtful whether they will succeed. 
Some of them charge the new scheme as a mens- 
ure of the governor, but on what groand it is not 
known, since it is well known that the gov- 
ernor has been opposed to the present police 
system. Some additional remoustrances were 
presented, together with resolutions of the city 
Povernment, Sir Harvey of Boston making bis 
first apech of the session. Mr Harvey was quite 
profuse in his compliments of the members, and 
know that as gentlemen and as honorable men 
they would not pat such an indignity vpon the 
city of Boston. He felt confident, also, that there 
vas no antagonism between the city and country, 
and that cach felt pride in tho other, their in- 
terests and prosperity being coequal The various 
matters in the orders of the day were soon dis- 
pased of. 

Tn the House an order wus adoptod upon the 
expediency of farther legislation relative to coan- 
ty Inw library associations, and the order to print 
8000 additional copies of the adjatant general's 
report, was indefinitely postponcd. Resolves 
were reported fayorably upon scveral military 
claims, and a resolve to allow William Whito, for- 
merly state printer, $1000 as compensation for 
stcreotype plates of the general statutes. The re~ 
solves commemorative of the life and services of 
Gon Sumner, were taken from the table, and ad- 
vocated by Mr Waters of Sutton and Mr Cushing 
of Newburyport. Mc Cushing, in bis eloquent 
remarks, took tbe opporiunity to say that an er- 
roneous’ impression prevailed that the mass 
of military telent of the country was on the 
side of the South. The resolves were passed by 
an unanimous yote, the members of the House 
rising. The Troy and Greenfield railroad was fur- 
ther debated, when the substiute proposed by Mr 
Harris of Springlield was rejected, sud the bill 
as amended on motion of Mr Scudder of Dor- 
chester, the chairman of the committes, was 
ordered to a third reading, by a yore of 181 yeas 
to 47 nays. The bill now provides for the 
preeent an appropriation only of the unexpended 
balance of the two millions of dollars, designed 
by the origival bill for tho Joan of the crosit of 
the state, Tho opposition comes from all parts 
of the state, as heretofore, and not ultogether 
from the line of the Western and Worcester 
railroads. Messrs Harris, Trask and Mosely of 
Springfield, wore its opponents, and some of the 
Worcester ‘members voted for it. Among the 
several bills and resolves passed to be ongrossed, 
yaa the resolve to apportion and assess a state 
tax. 


MISCELLANEOUS WAR NEWS. 


IN VIRGINIA. 

Tho storm of Wednesday and Thursday was 
soyere in Virginia; # great amount of rain fell, 
raising the Rappahennock, and if Gen Hooker 
had commenced a forward movement he is proba- 
bly under a mud embargo. The health of the 
army of the Potomac is extraordinary, less than 
seven per cent being on the sick list. Tho 84th 
Massachusetts, Col Wells, in which are two Picts- 
field companies, and the 40:b, Col Porter, have 
gone to the front from Alexandria, to participate 
in Gen Hooker’s advance, 

‘The rebels made further demonstrations around 
Suffalk on Wednesday. Early in the morning 
they came upon the Edenton road, some 5000 
stropg, and were shelled from Fort and re 
tired about five miles. At tbe same t 
was made to cross the Nansemond, but our gun- 
boats Were sufticient to drive the rebels back into 
the woods. A general attack by the enemy is ex- 
pected on Friday or Saturday. 

NORTH CAROLINA. 

Gen Foster's position at Washington, N. C., is 
a strong one, and he can stand a long siege, if 
supplied with provisions. The Tar river is a mile 
wide in front of Washington, which stands on an 
elevation twenty feet above the river. In the 
rear is an impassable swamp, across which a 
draw-bridge nearly a mile long’ affords the only 
entrance into the town. The rebels will not at- 
temptto march upon the town, and they can only 
shell it a mile off. 

MONITORIAL SUGGESTIONS, 

Horace Greeley suggests, in the New York In- 
dependent, that the monitors remain before 
Charleston, and that they go at Sumter onc at a 
time, cach one exhausting its ammunition, unless 
previously disabled, and then giviog place to an- 
other, acd so going the rounds till the fort is bat- 
tered down, Another suggestion ina New York 
0 leave two or turee monitors to assist 
in the Je at Charleston, and send the others 
to the Mississippi, to run past Port Hudson ana 
clear Red river of batteries and rebel steamers, and 
thus cutoff the rebel supplies, increase the starva- 
tion pressure ‘and compel the evacuation of 
Vicksburg.and Port Hndson. 


Gen Blunt is fitting out another expedition at 
Fort Scott, Kansas, He has several Kansas reg 
ments, thres Indian regiments, and a strong force 


of cavalry and artillery, Tho rebels expect Blunt 
in northern Arkansas, and are fortifying the Ar- 
kansas river auove Little Rock 

When the truco party went to Vicksburg for 
two captured chaplains, the other day, Gen Pem- 
Derton ecot a magnificent bouqaet to Gen Sher- 
man, with an invitation to go down to Vicksburg 
and look at the ba\teries. 

‘Six men from northern Obio are under sentence 
of death as deserters from our army in western 
Virginia, ‘They all aver that thoy were enticed 
to this violation of military law by the persuasion 
of copperheads in their neighborhood, who wrote 


them urging them (o desert, and pledged them 
ample protection from arrest!

by Miss Harding. Dr Holmes is confessedly a 
gifted poet, a sparkling essayist, an original nov- 
list, but in this magazine he appears in a new 
character, and offers a first-class advertisement of 
two skillful mechanics, in “The Human Wheel, 
its Spokes and Felloes.” “Up the Thames,” by 
Hawthorne and Agassiz's “Fern Forests” are 
both charming in the peculiar styles of their re- 
spective authors, while “Gala Days,” by Gail 
Hamilton, is rambling and readable and a fair 
travestio of modern books of travel. An anony- 
mous writer furnishes a pathetic sketch, and Da- 
vid A. Wasson gives to the question of com- 
promise a half-dozon pages of “beantiful disdain.” 
‘The number comes to hand entlier than usual, 
and may be found at Jennings’ in this city.

Renet Prors on THE Pactrio.—The mails 
bring fnll particulars of the captare of the J. A.

Two of these propositions are pend- 
ing,—ono by its friends that orly the bslacce of 
the two millions heretofore dedicated to the work 
by the state shall be appropriated for its comple- 
tion—now; and the other, coming from the op- 
ponents of the bill, proposing a new company to 
take possession of the road, with a capital of two 
anda half millions, and spend a million dollars 
towards its completion, at which point the state 
will farther loan its crcdit fer two millions, grant 
ing one million at first and the remainder in in- 
aualments of ten percent as fast as the company 
shall expend 10 per cent of ita capital stock upon 
the work. The principle of this substitute is that 
the state will give up its past investments, aod 
then spend dollar for dollar with a now company 
in completing the wholo work, provision bein 
Thade for singing funds t0 allimately pey off al 
the state loans. > 


Tne News rrom Mexico —As we expected, 
there turns out to be no truth in the reporis re 
ceived again from rebel cources that the French 
had taken Mexico. Semi official dispatches to 
the 29d of March are received at Wesbington, 
ond at that time Pacbla was not only not captured, 
but there had been no fighting of account. The 
opinion ie that the Frenca, 35,000 or 40,000 strong, 
intend to take Puebla by regular siege. There Were 
about 30,000 Mexican troops in the city, who wela 
in excellent spirits, as were also the people, and 
everything looked favorable to the Mexican 
cause. At any rate, the French will have to do a 
great deal of fighting before thoy can take the 
town. Prosident Juarcz has addressed a stirring 
address to tho army at Pacbla, telling them that 
the country founds her hopes mora upon them 
than upon her fortunes, and exhorting them “to 
repulse the proud soldiers of France,” and win 
imperishnble glory. ‘They will do it doubtless if 
the thing is possible,

It is a good time, too, 
tolook over your work-basket, and dam those 
rents in Tommy’s school jacket, since the rain 
keeps him at home to-day, Those letters, too, 
that havo Inin so long in your writing-desk unan- 
swered—what better (ime for answering them than 
arainy day? 

There is something soothing in the sound of 
rain drops beating on tho pene. It gives ono a 
delicious sense of home comfort to turn from tho 
warmth and cheerfulness within to watch tho 
storm without. These are the “showers” that, 
according to the old saying, “bring forth May 
flowers.” In many a sunny hollow and glon they 
are patting forth buds that ere long shall burst 
into beauty and fragrance.

The big dinner bell also added its 
deafening clamor for some minutes, making a 
noise like that of an engine-bell when coming iato 
a station. 
At the close of the performance, the oil lamp 
was relighted, and the medium escorted out by 
two Indies. The gas was then lighted, when wo 
discovered all the instramonts used by ‘the spirits 
Iaying in the most orderly manner upon the tablo 
at which we were sitting. Tho guitar was on one 
side and lengthways of the table, the violiacello 
in the same position on the other side, and near 
them the tamborine, bells, fan, &c. The small 
bells which were used bad springs attached to 
their sides, and I tried in yain to make the spring 
vibrate as it did during the performance. The 
large dinner bell, which was under the table when 
the entertainment began, was found lying upon 
the cherry table when the gas was lighted. 

Beforo the lights were extinguished, Mr B. as- 
sured us that we seed have no apprehensions, 
whatever might occur, as the spicits never injured 
any one, which T considered very kind of rhem 
indeed, inasmuch as being imponderable and im- 
poloapie themselves, if they, felt disposed to 

nock a fellow over he wouldn’t have a ghost of a 
chance to hit them back. This assurance was 
useful to us all, for, daring the orgie, blows 
rained down upon the table thick and fast, which, 
if allowed to drop upon our devoted heads, would 
have left usin a worse plight than the witches 
left Tam O'Shanter’s mare. 

Well, what conclasion did I come to about it 
all? It was strange, incomprebensible, marvel- 
ous, ailly, terrible, attractive, repulsive, stupid, 
awful, grand, ghastly. It was impossible; it was 
undeniable; it cannot bo believed; it cannot be 
doubted; it was a deception; it was not a decep- 
tion; it was jugglery; it was not jagglery; there 
was some collusion; there was no collusion; it was 
humbug; it was spicit; it was incomprehensible; 
it was diablerio; it was a new power; it was an 
old imposture; it was spiritual magnetism; it was 
animal magnetism; it was worth looking into; it 
capnot be looked into; it will be explnined; it 
cannot be explained; it is all fddlestick, nonsease, 
bosh.

A few evenings since, I was invited with a few 
friends to visit the residence of Mr B. in Chicopee, 
and witness tho performances of the famous 
spiritual band of instrumental musicians, whose 
nocturnal soires have caused so much specula- 
tion and wonder in that thriving, bustling, can- 
non-casting, bombshell-making, practical, com- 
mon sense village.

PROFITS OF CROPS, 


Tobacco, wheat and grass_in tho order named 
are the three staple crops of the county, To- 
acco yields onan ayerago 1615 pounds to the 
sere, Worth, at an average price of 11 cents a 
pound, $177.69. It costs, in labor $37.41, in team 
work $6, in rent of building and land $2, and in 
manures, twine, plants, &c., $42.10, in all $107.61, 
leaving a profit of $70.18, 

Wheat at $1.50 per bushel, and 25 bushels per 
acre, yields $37.50. It costs in seed $8, in labor 
of men and teams and threshing $9.50, in all 
$12,50, leaving a profit of $25. 

Grass lies at tho foundation of all agriculture, 
and must be one of tho profitable crops, bat the 
committee have mo figares of their own bearing 
on the subject. 

Corn at 85 cents a bushel, and 57 bushels per 
nero, yields $43.85, ‘The stalks and husks are 
worth $9 more, making $57.85. The labor, ma- 
nure, &e., cost $39 05, leaving a profit of $20.80. 

Oats at 50 cents a bushel, and 40 bushels per 
acre, yields $20, ‘The straw’ is worth ST; the la- 
bor and seed cost $7.40, and the rent of land $8, 
—in all $15 40, Jeaving a profit of Si1. 

The result of these calenlations is, that com 
and oats are less profitable to the farmers of 
Franklin county, than tobacco and Wheat, at the 
averaged prices. 


DRAINING, 

Col H. Hawks, aschairman of the committeecn 
draining, reported that his experience commenced 
November, 1860, on a lot where the soil was clay 
loam with hard pan bottom. Near tho center of 
tho lot was a hollow, where the water would stand 


after every shower, makin; id and wetthat 
nothing would grow. Six rods of shallow slab 
drain was laid lengthwise of the hollow, and then 
connecting and at right ia with it, a desper 
tile drain of ten rods, leading to a ravine. The 
mouth of the tile drain was aUbut five feot deep. 
‘The expenso of these drains was as follows:

Early the following spring, water ran freoly 


from the mouth of the drain, and has continued 
to ran gince, completely drawing off the surface 
water. ‘Thera is now no trouble in plowing over 
the drain, and good growths of corn and oats 
have sinco beon had, where nothing grew before. 

In anothor swamp meadow, troubled with sour 
grass and standing water, ten rods of slab drain 
were uid, by raising the slabs with balf bricks, 
filling the sides with brush and straw, and then 
covering with earth and sods, This drain cost

‘Tho result was a large increase of 3 of im- 
proved quality. a 
In November, 1862, 18 rods of tile drain were

A recont examination of this drain shows the 
water runsing freely from it, and no surface 
Water. One of the objects in all the drains above 
reported, was to get rid of ponds of water, which 
would stand soveral days after a rain, and thus 
destroy all vegetation. 


SHORT HORNS VS. HEREFORDS. 
Which are tho Heat Milkors? 


SOME IMPORTANT TESTIMONY—ENGLI8H AND 
AMERIOAN, 

The assertion at the Cattle Breeders’ convention 
in Hartford, that tho Herefords were great work- 
ers, but poor milkers, having been ealled in ques- 
tion, and authority cited in favor of their being the 
superiors in milking qualities of the Short Horns, 
—the following evidence from the most intelligent 
and accepted sources is submitted with a view to 
the further understanding, if not to the settlement, 
of the question. 

It will be admitted by all economical stock 
breeders and graziers, that that breed which makes 
the best return for the feed bestowed, is the best 
breed for farmers to keep; and as was said by one 
writer on the subject, the comparative value of 
any particular breed must depend upon the 
amount of milk produced, the spaiude to fatten, 
early maturity, or all these qualities more or less 
combined. The only two breeds to be now con- 
sidored by way of comparison, are the Short 
Hors and the Herefords. 

The Herefords, it will be borne in mind, have 
their home in one of the warmer midland-south- 
ern counties of England, while the Short-horos 
aro exposed at home to the chilling atmosphere of 
the north of England. Hence it must be admitted 
that the Short-horns aro better adapted to our 
New England climato than ate the Herefords, 
‘As to soil, as they are both large breeds, there 
cannot therefore be much difference between the 
two as to adaptability. But itis asserted on the 
authority quoted in favor of tho superiority of 
Herefords, as compared with the improved Short- 
horns, that, “I regard them as no better milkers 
thsn the Herefords.” Bailey & Calley, in speak- 
ing of the live stock of Northumberland county, 
England, say, “‘the Short-horns give in quantity 
of milk beyond most other breeds; there being 
instances of cows giving 36 quarts of milk a day, 
and of 48 firkins of butier being made from a 
dairy of 12 cows, in a season.” John Furey, in 
his report of Derbyshire county, reports ‘‘a largo 
dairy of Short-horn cows, that gave onan aver- 
age for three years 8945 wine quaris of milk per 
cow, annually.” Dickson, of Lancashire county, 
reports “four Short-horn cows, that geve, sover: 
ally, of wine quarts of milk per annum, 4857, 
8985, 8987, 3695. ‘The first did not go dry’at all: 
the second went dry eight weeks; the third and 
fourth, ench, six weeks,” Bailey, speaking of 
the Short horn cows of Durham county, says: 
“Tho Short-horned cattle were great millers; 
this cannot be said of those that have a great 
aptitude to fatten, for though they give a great 
quantity for some time after calving, they decline 
afterwards; but the variety of great milkers, 
where dairy is the chiof object, is to be preserved 
as that forgraring purposes. It is common for 
cows of this breed in the beginning of summer to 
give 80 quarts a day, and there are instances of 
more. Where the ohject is selling milk, they are 
superior to any other breed io the kingdom.” 

An American gentleman, who visited the stock 
districts of England for the purpose of obtaining 
accura‘e information in regard to the qualities of 
the different breeds of cattle there, reports that Mr 
Bates, one of the most distinguished breeders of 
shortshorns in England, as stock breeders know, 
said, “there are two lines of short-horns, one, large 
milkers, and one, different.” He reports a short 
horn cow, that made “16 pounds of butter a week, 
and at the rate of 14 pounds for a considerable 
length of time.” Mr Bu'es says, “one of Mr Col- 
ling’s cows gare 26) quarts ata milking; another 
24 quarts a day; and acether 19 quarts. His cele- 
brated cow Dachess gave 14 quarts at a milking.” 
These are all animals of hign blood. The quarts 
are beer quarts. Thus is it shown, that short- 
horned cows, of the hizhest improved blood, with 
an apti\ude to fatten, yield large messes of milk, 
thus clearly demonstrating that good milking 
properties may be united with good grazing prop- 
erties in the same breed of animsls, 

How stands the caso with the Herefords? What 
is their claim to the same high qualities as milk- 
ers as compared with those so eminently possessed 
by the Shori-horns? Let the same witnesses a3 
above, with others, testify, The American gen- 
tleman qnoted above says: “I heard from some, 
much in favor of the milking properties of the 
Herefords, but could obtain no authenticated 
statements. The answer was, when I asked for 
them, they kept no exact account, but their cows 
were execllent milkers, ‘and gave a large yield. 
In goueral, the Herefotds rank low as dairy ani. 
mals, ond are considered inferior.” Bailey of 
Maplans says: “J. Hopper procured twelve cows 
and two bulls of tbis breed, but flading them bad 
milkers, sold them.” Dancomb, in his report of 
Hereford county, England, says that “a cow must 
give milk enough to keep her calf, or she is dis- 
qualified for breeding good oxen,” leaviog the 
inference too obvious to be stated.” Parkinson of 
Huntingdon county says, “Hereford cows have 
no great appearance for the dairy ;”” and he adds, 
“T bave never scen a cow of this breed among the 
cows of the London cow-kecpers.”” Youatt says, 
“They are far worss milkers than the Devons, 
which is so generally acknowledged, that a dairy 
of Herefords is rarely found.” favirenes; an old 
author on stock, says, “As milkers, they have 
nothing to boast.” Prof Lowe says, “They are 
indifferent milkers, so that tbis breed is rarely 
employed in the dairy.” Mr Flint says, ‘They 
have seldom been bred for milk, as some families 
of the Short-horns have; and it is not very un- 
usual to find pare-bred Hereford cows incapable 
of supplying milk sufiicient to nourish their 
calves.” 

Whether The Republican’s report of the cattle- 
breeders’ convention concerning the Hereford 
cows, as milkers, was too strong, let the reader 
judge in the light of the unimpeachable testimo- 
ny cited above, most from officials employed to 
collect information on these points. Ic is neither 
“rivalry” nor “unwarrantable prejudice,” as it 
would ‘seem, that bas given the preference to 
Short-horns over Herefords; it is the real superi- 
ority in quality of the former over the latter that 
has done it, Many of the readers of The Repub- 
lican were quite surprised that the authority cited, 
should have now given the preference, in any re- 
spect, to Herefords over Short-horns, though 
formerly he favored this notion. Paoli Lathrop 
of South Hadley and H. C. White of South Fram- 
ingham, are both breeding good short-horned 
milkers, as they are qualified to demonstrate to 
all who desire information on the subject.

MPEROR. 


NEW AND ORIOINAL CRITICISMS ON WIS CHAR- 
ACTER AND COURAGE. 

Mr Kinglake, the accomplished author of 
Fothen, has just produced a history of the inva- 
sion of the Crimea, which has proved very accept- 
able to English critics: fo has, in the course of 
his history, much to say of the emperor Napoleon 
—2a musi every author Who writes of the events 
of the present times—and has given us some very 
striking skeiches of different points in his churac- 
ter as they have been exposed by the events of 
his history. Napoleon’s policy and manners have 

iven rise to false estisuces: instead of being 
signs of any wonderful peculiarities of genius, 
they are merely the fruit of his carly studies, 
which, from the circumstances of his situation, 
and the tendency of his ambition, were directed 
to the art of applying stratagem to jurispru- 
dence. 

Of the impression ho made on the public before 
his elevation to the French presidency, Afr King- 
lake says: ‘Ho had been as successful as the first 
Bratua in passing for aman of a poor intellect. 
Both in France and in Englacd at that time men 
in general imagined him to be dull. When he 
talked, the flow of his ideas was sluggish; his 
features were opaque; and after years of dreary 
studies the writings evolved by bis thoughtful, 
long-pondering mind had not shed much light on 
the world. Even the strange ventures in which 
he had engaged nad failed to win towards him the 
interest which commonly attaches to enterprise: 
People in London who were fond of baving gath- 
erings of celebrated characters never used to pre- 
sent him to their friends as a serions pretender to 
a throne, but rather as though he were  balloon- 
man, who had twice had a fall from the skies, 
and ‘was still in some measure alive. Yet the 
more men know bim in England, the more they 
liked him. He entered into English pursuits, 
and rode fairly to hounds. He was friendly, 
social, good-hamored, aod. willing enough to 
talk freely upon hia views upon the throne of 
France. The sayings he uttered about his ‘des- 
tiny’ were addressed (apparently as a matter of 

olicy) to casual acquaintance, but to his intimate 

riends he used the language of a calculating and 
practical aspirant to empire.” 

The common impression that the, emperor is 
an extremely reserved man is thus qualified by 
Mr Kinglake: “Partly from habits acquired in 
the secret societies of the Italian Carbonari, part- 
ly from long years passed in prison, and partly, 
too, ashe once said, from his intercourse wit 
the’calm, self-possessed men of the English turf, 
he had derived the power of keeping long silence’ 
Dut he was not by nature a reserved or a secret 
man. Towards foreigners, and especially towards 
the English, be was gonerally frank. He wus re- 
served and wary with the French, but this was 
upon the principle. which makes a'sportsman re 
served and wary with deer, and partridges, and 
trout. No doubt he was capable of dissembling, 
and continuing to dissemble through long pe- 
riods of time, but it would scem that his facult 
Of Keeping his intentions secret was very much 
aided by the fact that bis judgment was often in 
real suspense, and that he had, therefore, no se- 
cret to tell. “His love of masks and diseuises 
sprang more, perhaps, from the odd vanity and 
the theatric mania which will be presently spoken 
of than frome base love of deceit, for it is cer- 
tain that the mystery in which he loved to wrap 
himself up was often contrived with a view to 8 
melodramatic surprise.” 

‘The question of the emperor’s personal courage 
is discussed in the following style, which is cer- 
tainly characterized by acute discrimination: 
“Ho had boldness of the kind which is pro- 
ducod by reflection rather than tbat which is 
the result of temperament. In order to cope 
with the extraordinary perils into which he 
now and then thrust himself, and to cope with 
them decorously, there was wanted a fiery quality 
which nature had refused to the great bulk of 
mankind as well ag to him. But it was only in 
emergencies of a really trying sort, and involving 
instant physiral danger, that his boldness fell 
short. He bad all the courage which would have 
enabled him in a private station of life to pass 
through the common trials of the world with 
honor unquestioned} but he had besides now and 
then a factitious kind of audacity produced by 
long dreamy meditation; and when he had 
wrought himself into this state, he was apt to ex- 

jose his firmness to trials beyond his strength. 

‘he truth is, that his imagination had go great a 
sway over him as to make him love the idea of 
enterprises, but it had not strength enough to 
give him a foreknowledge of what his sensations 
would be in the hour of trial So he was most 
Venturesome in his schemes for aclion, and yet, 
when at last he stood face to face with the very 
danger which be had long been courting, he was lia~ 
blo > be scared by it, as though it was something 
newand strange.” ‘That this is a correct esti- 
mate 1s shown by the issuo of the attempt at 
Strasburg in 1888, where the then nameless ad- 
Venturer had arranged a very dramatic program. 
He was to be recoguized and’ saluted as emperor 
by a regiment of soldiers, The colonel of tho 
regiment made his appearance at the critical mo- 
ment of the scene. “This was exactly what was 
to be expected, exactly what was to be combated ; 
but yet, as though it was something monstrous 
and undreamt of, ir came upon the prince with a 
crashing power. To him, a literary man, stand- 
ing in a barmck-yard, 1a the dress of the great 
conqueror, an angry colonel, with authentic war- 
rant to commaud, was something real, and thera- 
fore, it seems, dreadful. In a moment, Princa 


Louis succumbed {o him. Some thought 


that, after what had been done that morm- — 


ing, the princs owed it to the unfortunate 
Visudrey (whom he had seduced into the 
plot) to take care not to let the enterprise col- 

'pse without testing his fortune to ths utmost by 
strenuous, not to say desperate resistance; but 
this view did not prevail. One of the ornaments 
which the Prince wore was a sword; yet without 
striking a blow he suffered himself to be publicly 
Stripped of his grand cordon of the legion of 
honor, and all his other decorations,” 

jam thing happened in the 

attempt at Boulogne And thin time ihe 
caso of the coup Wetat, be behaved, if Mr King- 
lake's account is correct, much in the same mane 
ner, remaining sbut up in. tho Elysee, while more 
daring men did the work for him; not lending the 
soldiers himself, as he had vowed he would, but, 
like a peaceful citizen in grisvons peril, sending 
them all his gold, and having a largo body of 
cavalry always ready, in case of miscarriage, to 
escort bim to a place of safety. ms 

Mr Kinglake combats the flowery account giv- 
en by tho Paris Moniteur of the Emperor's con- 
duct at the battle of Solferino. Tho Emperor's 
Presence in the thickest of tho fight is not so 
Glearly proven to the English author by the Mon- 
iteur’s observation, that although in that action 
his majesty was followed by a numerous staff and 
alarge escort of the Cent Gardes, only ono of 
them was hit. The French jourual’ ascribes this 
immunity to “the protection which the Deity 
threw around the Emperor, and which was even 
extended to his staif.” Mr Kinglake thinks it 
may easily be accounted for without the ascrip- 
tion of miraculous interpostion. Mr Kinglake 
says of his behavior as a wholo at these differont 
times: “He did not, on any of these five occa- 
sions, so give way to fear as to prove that he had 
less self-control in moments of danger than the 
common run of peaceful citizens; but on all of 
them he showed that, though he bad chosen to 
st himself heroic tasks, his temperament was ill- 
fitted for the hour of battle and for the crisis of 
an adventure,”

This morning tho vessels from above came 
down.

‘About 1180 a, m, the enemy opened on us with 
gome pieces of artillery, giving us 8 cross fire, 
‘Woe got under weigh at once and went into action, 
siloncing the enemy in an hour. At about 1 p.m. 
thorebels took up a position within seven hun- 
dred yards of the Monnt Weshington which was 
grounded, and opened on us with both artillery 
and sharp shooters, I kspt close to the disabled 
Monnt Washington aud fought tho rebels until 
high water, whon I ordered tho Stepping Stones 
to take the Mount Washicgton in tow. This was 
done under a hesyy fire, and at S p. m. 
Thad the satisfuction of ‘silencing the enc- 
my’s battery. My {oss foots up threo killed 
‘and seven wounded. Ido rot know as yet what 
the enemy’s loss was. I baye eight raking shots, 
but fortunately my engino is not disabled. ican 
assure you thut tho Barry and her crew are still 
in gond fighting trim, and wo will beat the exomy.

8th, steamer 
Gertrade; 9th, sicamer St Johns; 10th, steamer 
Flora; 11h, steamer Pet, Those’ steamors wero 
all cleared with assoried cargoss, ostonsibly for 
St Johns, N.B., by the secosh firm of Adderley. 
Two or threo schooners with salt were also 
cleared by Adderley for Halifax.

RUMORED DIFFICULTY WITM A DRITISH MAN-

Tho Hartford Press, usually fatr, is quite othor- 
wise in its criticisms upon Gen Banks” cxperi- 
ment with tho slaves in his department. The fact 
that theso negroes aro atill slaves under the law 
and under tho president’s proclamation mast bo 
kept in view in any just estimate of Gen Banks’ 
action, Gen Banks is not only carrying out the 
policy of the government, but obeying instrac- 
tions, He had no power to declare the slaves of 
tho exempted districts freo, or to use them as sol- 
diers, By inducing their mastora to pay them 
wages ho obtains for the elayes a favor to which 
they are not legally entitled. Such 8 are free and 
willing to fight ho Is enlisting in the corvicé of 
tuo government, What moro or better could any 
man do? 

Attorney General Dickinson of New York, a 
very able authority, has givon his opinion that 
the bill paséed by tho Senate of that stato allow- 


ing soldiers to yoto, is not in conflict with the 
constitution, and consequently requires no amen’ 
ment of that instrument.
